‘SUFFERINGS 


Gloomy Outlook in France 


For five long years Jews in Axis dnd Axis- 
octupied territories have endured a martyrdom 
unique in the world’s history, Their one gleam 
of hope was that the triumph of the Allied Armies 
would bring about their liberation. 

At jast “ liberation ” has come. But what has this 
meant to many Jewish survivors, many of them 
fugitives from the Nazi terror? Instead of the resto- 
ration of freedom that*they dreamed of and the 
restitution of the human rights and property they 
had been robbed of, they are frequently faced 
with prospects of continued anti-Semitism, direst 
poverty, and hostile treatment by Government 
departments and officials.

which they planted has taken deep root. Now 
that the Jews who have survived are trying to 
regain their former possessions, their homes and 
businesses and their occupations, the French don't 
like it. They are, however, not openly  anti- 
Semitic. That would be dangerous now,.for a 
Frenchman engaged in anti-Jewish agitation would 
be suspected of having Nazi sympathies, And it ts 
a risky thing these days in France to be suspected 
of having Nazi sympathies. 

Therefore French anti-Semitism has gone under- 
ground. Anti-Jewish propaganda is being widely 
disseminated. It uses a new language, according to 
circumstances. Strangely enough, it is even 
directed against the Germans. But together with 
it there is a lot ®f poisonous talk about the “ new 
Jewish peril.”’ 


No Illusions 


The Jews cannot heip feeling it, That is why 
they have no tilusions about their future in France 
Moreover, they see that the very same officials who 
carried out the anti-Jewish policy under the Nazi 
occupation still retain their posts in the administra- 
tive offices. They see many of the police who had 
helped to round up and deport Jews still in the 
police force. They see that those who were. put by 
the Vichy Government and by the Nazis into houses 
and flats, shops and factories owned by Jews are 
still in possession, 

Jews are coming back to Paris from all parts of 
France. They emerge from their hiding places, 
and make their way to the capital, It is impossible 
to say how many Parisian Jews escaped the Nazi 
extermination. It may take a very long time before 
the truth is known, perhaps not until after the war. 
There are no registers of the Jews who were 
deported. The Nazis destroyed the lists of their 
victims, or they took them away when they left 

Thousands of Jews, especially the younger 
people, are going about with false identity papers 
which: were supplied to them by the Jewish and 
by the non-Jewish resistance movement, They are 
in no hurry. for a number of reasons, to change 
back to their old names. 

In broken, ruined, martyred Jewish Paris, efforts 
are being made to revive at least part of its 
economic, cultural, and political life. There are 
the beginnings of new Jewish cultural. institutions, 


_ and Jewish papers have begun to reappear. 


The various Jewish parties are again active, but 
without the passionate partisanship of old. There

Flight Lieutenant Sydney Simon = Shulemson, 
D.S.0.,.

He has taken part 
in attacks against heavily defended convoys and units of the 
German navy off the Dutch and Norwegian coasts and in the 
Bay of Biscay.

Manner, once inflicting heavy damage on three enemy 
destroyers, and on another sortie sinking two heavily defended 
enemy vessels in the Bay of Biscay. Flight Licutenant 
Shulemson has always maintained the highest efficiency both 
On the ground and in the air.”

CARING FOR THE 
AGED 


Co-ordinating . Committee 


Communal action is to be taken to deal with 
the housing and care of the Jewish aged. 

Convened by the London Jewish 
Guardians, a conference of London organisations 
concerned with this pressing problem was held on 
Sunday at the Board's offices in Middlesex 
Street, E.1, 

Sir Lionel Cohen, the President of the Board, 
who presided, welcomed the representatives of the 
Organisations present, and referred also to the 
presence of Mr. Lawrence Kostoris, of Manches- 
ter, to whom, he said, they owed so much the 
interest now being taken in the subject to be 
discussed. 

The problem, said Sir Lionel, was one which 
had been exercising the minds of social welfare 
workers before the war, and he was afraid thgi 
it was one that might become more acute when 
hostilities were over. 

The agenda of the conference -was divided into 
two paris—the first dealing with the provision of 
accommodation for (a) able-bodied aged, (b) infirm 
aged, and (c) sick aged; and the second with the 
welfare of the aged: (a) home helps and welfare 
workers, (b) clubs, and (c) occupation in hostels 
and imstiutions. 

Mr. H. S. Schildkraut said there could be little 
doubt that even those who had had lutle know- 
ledge but occasional contact with the probicms of 
the aged in pre-war days must have been perturbed 
at the difficulties in. securing the admission of a 
case into a particular home. These difficulties 
were duc im his judgment, to a lack of co- 
ordination. 

lt was a problem that concerned the commu-

WORLD TRADE UNION 
CONFERENCE 


Jewish “ Right to Freedom from Fear” 


‘Mr. Sidney Hillman, the. well-known American 
Labour leader, representing the Congress of Indus- 
triak Organisations, at the World Trade Union 
Conference in London this week, received: a 
tremendous ovation when he rose to open the 
debate on “ The Basis for a World Trade Union 
Federation.” 

* History,” he said, “that harsh teacher, has 
taught us a costly lesson in the last tragic and 
bloody decage-——the lesson that unity among all the 
democratic forces of the world is the one condi- 
tion without which peace. and progress are 
impossible.”’ 

in the debate onthe trade union attitude to the 
peace settlement, Mr. Berl. Locker, delegate of the 
Histadrut in Palestine, pointed out that “the Jews 
are the only people to whom the right of freedom 
from. fear ts denied.” 

Proceeding to. describe the progress of Jewish 
scttlement in Palestine during the last 60 years, and 
especially during. the last 25 years, Mr. Locker 
pointed out that he was speaking there on. bdehalt 
of 140,000 organised workers in Palestine. Jewish 
immigration, he continued, far from doimg harm 
to the Arabs, had raised their standard of living 
The wages of the Arab worker in Palestine were 
five times higher than those paid m Egypt. Many 
Arabs were aware of the benefits they derived 
from. the Jewish constructive work, and the Pales- 
tine Arab Workers’ League was closely co-operat- 
ing with the Histadrut. 


Warning Against Mock Trade Unions

mittee, which had stated that nu had confirmed, on 
the basis of material received from the T.U.C., the 
mandate of an Arab delegation whose standing was 
questioned by the Histadrut delegation, Mr. Locker 
said he would not cause difficulties by an adverse 
vote, but they would reserve the right to take steps 
to ensure that only bona-fide trade unions should 
be «connected with the world trade wnion 
movement.

ARAB “UNITY” ON 
ONE POINT 


Obstructionism for Palestine 


One immediate development of the conference 
of Forcign Ministers of Arab States which was to 
begin in Cairo on February 14 (Wednesday this 
week), cables our Jerusalem correspondent, will 
undoubtedly be the decision to proceed with the 
opening of Arab propaganda offices in London 
and Washington. | learm on the best of authority 
These offices will primarily deal with the single tssuc 
upon which the proponents of Arab union are 
at present “ united “—namely, the creation of an 
independent Palestine with an Arab majority peopu- 
lation and all that that aspiration implies, including 
a denial to further Jewish. immigration. Egypt 
Iraq, Syria, and Lebanon have agreed to contribute 
over £400,000 for the maintenance of these offices 
and it will be the task of this week's conference 
to formulate the organtsation and appoint suit: 
able stalls, for whom prominent Arabs are being 
canvassed. 


I gather that the Lebanese ahd Syrian Govern-. 


ments wanted these offices to be made part of 
their Legations. in London and .Washington, but 
the tendency appears to be to condu¢t them 
separately. 

Another item in the agenda of the Cairo talks 
will be “ Umma,”’ or the Arab National Land 
Fund for Palestine.’ There is difference of 
opinion at present over the functions of this 
fund, to which n is hoped Egypt, Iraq, and others 
may contribute an imitial £1,000000. One schoo! 
of thought’ suggests purchasing more land and 
preventing it coming into Jewish possession, but 
another proposes the expenditure of the moneys 
for the development of land, thus inducing the 
Arab peasantry not to part wah it. 

But whatever line the “ Umma” fund takes, it 
is obvious that operations of the Jewish National 
Fund and other larid-purchasing bodies are going 
to be harder, which is evidenced by the fact that

BULGARIA TO OUTLAW ANTI- 
SEMITISM ? 


At the next sitting of the Sobranie (the Bulgarian 
Parliament), the “ Fatherland Front,”’ the strongest 
political faction in the country, will table a Bill 
making any form of active anti-Semitism a crime, 
to be punished by death, staies @ report from Sofia. 

In the newly liberated Balkan couniries, anti- 
Semitism is now looked upon as the source of all 
their calamities, which made them an easy prey 
to German propaganda, hence the drastic remedy 
that is being sought for the evil. 

The Government has refuged an application from 
the Sofia Jewish community for a subsidy to enable 
them to reopen the Hebrew schools, which existed 
before the war. In their reply, the Bulgarian 
Government attempt to justify their refusal by 
saying that they are not willing to allow the estab- 


lishment in Bulgaria of “Jewish school separatism.” 


.“ Fhe Jews 11 Bulgaria are now considered as 

equal citizens “—-the reply adds—“‘ and not a 
national minority. Hebrew instruction, therefore, 
is. regarded as private religious teaching for which 
no Government grant can be given.”

JEWISH BRIGADE 


Commander Visits 
Palestine 


Brigadier E. F. Benjamin, Commander of the 
Jewish Brigade Group, has been paywg a short 
visit to Palestine. He inspected training camps 
and base depots of the Brigade and conferred 
with the General Officer Commanding in Palestine, 
Major-General J. C, Darcy, as weil as with repre 
sentatives of the Jewish Agency. He was the guest 
at luncheon of the High Commussioner, Fickt- 
Marshal Lord Gort. 

Addressing a press conference in Jcrusalem, 
Brigadier Benjamin said that the main purpose of 
his visit was to speed up recruitment, so as to 
bring the Brigade up to full strength He abo 
wanted to sce the country. His men, he declared, 
Cases of tliness were 
few and there were practically no abseniees. Train- 
ing would hencetorth be carried out in Egypt and 
at an Octu in England. Finally, he described the 
intensive Cultural activities of the Brigade. 


Anglo-Jewish Technicians Wanted 


Alter spending four days on a duty visit fn 
Palestine (writes our Jerusalem corréspondent), 
Brigadier Benjamim must. have returned to the 
Jewish Brigade with a healthy appreciation of the 
cordiality shown to him by the Yishuv..which. as 
he said, was not addressed to himself but to the 
entire formation he represented. It remars to be 
seen whether his trip will succeed in enlisting the 
1,500 more infantry recruits he requested. 

Brigdr. Benjamin told representatives of the press 
last week-end that the hughest estimate of Jews 
who had joined the Brigade frqm the. United King- 
dom was 200 and -the lowest was 50. He added 
that more English Jews were needed for technical 
units like signals, gunners, etc. He revealed that 
the Dominions had not agreed to allow Jewnmh 
members of their forces to transfer to the Jewish 
Brigade. He also disclosed that there “was one 


non-Jewish volunteer for the Brigade Group—his 


batman. 

Hebrew is largely spoken among the men, and 
business is almost entirely conducted in that 
guage within the platoons, though English is used 
for drill commands and is more frequent among 
company and higher commands. 

When Brigdr. Benjamin appeared at a public 
meeting in Tel-Aviv on Sunday night he got almost 
as tumultuous, a reception from the 5,000 peaple 
present as did Dr. Weizmann in the early stages 
of the lattér’s stay in Palestine. :

Fund-Raising for Peoples of Europe 


In the course of a written angwer circulated to 
a non-oral question addressed to the Foreign Sec- 
retary by r. Harold Nicolson, the Minister of 
State, Mr. Rishard Law, said: 

& of inquiries have been received from organisa- 
tions wishing to promote appeals for the benefit of the Allied 
peoples. of Europe after their liberation. 

* HLM. Government in the United Kingdom recognise and 
appreciate in such activities a sign of the sympathy and 
admiration felt by the people of this country for ow Aliics. 
i is, however, important that the necessary procedure should 
be correctly understood, both by the sponsors of appeals and 
by contributors to them, in view of certain important 
limitations imnposed by presem circumstances. 

* Such appeals, in Most cases, come under the provisions 
of the War Charities Act, 1940, and it is, therefore, im- 
portant that all persons wishing to organise appeals should 
make themselves acquainted with the provisions of that Act. 

* Further, in regard to collections of moncy, it should be 
kept in mind that money collected in this country may not 
ordinarily be transferred abroad and wil!, therefore, in all 
but the most exceptional cases have to be speni on the 
purchase of goods in this country, On the other hand, goods 
of the kinds most commonly required are all, to varying 
deerces, in short supply, and in the case of a number of the 
principal commodities all that is available for cxport from 
the United Kingdom for relict purposes is already destined 
for export through the United Nations Relicf and Rehabilita- 
tion Administration (Untra) or through the Nationa) Govern- 
ments concerned. 

“ Facilities to buy such goods in this country for export 
abroad as eclicf can. as a rulc, be given onlyto the purchas- 
ine agencies of Allied Governments concerned of to Unrra, 
as the case may be. 

“Ie will not, therefore, normally be possible in present 
circumstances for private organisations to buy such goods on 
their Own account (except occasionally in the special case of 
certain supplies. required by teams of British voluntary 
societies working in liberated countrics under the auspices 
of the Council of British Societies for Relief Abroad and 
under agreed arrangements). They should, instead, offer to 
place their funds at the disposal of the authorised repre- 
sentatives of an Allied Government or of Unrra to expend 
on their behalf in consultation with the appropriate supply 
department of H.M Government. (The Ministry of Food 
in the case of foodstuffé> soap, and most vitamin prepara- 
tions: the Ministry of Production in the case of any other 
commodities.)

Mr. D. R. Grenfell (Lab... Gower) has given 
notice to ask the Colonial Secretary on Wednesday 
next whether he is aware of the methods employed 
by the police authorities in Palestine, involving 
the seizure. of men, women and children arrested 
arbitrarily on suspicion and deported to concen- 
tration camps, where no visitors or inspections by 
the Red Cross or anybody empowered to issue an 
independent report are allowed; that relatives are 
left without news of the arrested; that young men 
and women’ have been left. for years in such camps 
or prisons, their detention being exiended without 
hearing or investigation upon secret police reports; 
‘and whether he will take steps to put an end to 
such measures. 

Mr. Grenfell will also ask whether the Colonial 
Secretary's attention has been drawn to the hold-.

OUR DUTY TO THE FORCES 


Field-Marshal Lord Milne’s 
Appeal 


Field Marshal Lord Milne spoke at the Savoy 
Hotel last week at a luncheon which was held in 
support of the appeal which the Jewish Hospi- 
tality Committee is making for £100,000 for the 
establishment of Jewish Hospitality Clubs in every 
theatre of war. 

Lord Milne said he had two qualifications for 
the task which he had undertaken which he hoped 
would appeal to them. His first was that he had 
been in the Army the whole of his life—he had 
seen something like 60 years’ service. He was 
naturally devoted to the Army and everything 
that concerned it, and now he was doing every- 
thing he could to raise its efficiency and improve 
the lot of the magnificent fighting men who had 
carried on the heat and burden of this war for the 
oa five years. His second qualification was that 

was a firm: believer in freedom of conscience. 
and that was why he had come to them that day. 
He believed that every man in the .world should 

} given every opportunity of carrying on his 
faith and worship his God in the way in which he 
thought. was right. It was on the basis of these 
two principles that he appealed to them that day. 

In this country, he continued, the Jqpish Hospi- 
tality Committee had, up to now, done magnifi- 
cent work, and, on behalf of the men and women 
in the fighting services, he took that opportunity 
to thank. them very gratefully indeed. 

Lord Milne stressed the important pari which 
welfare now played in the efficiency of an army, 
and said that to his mind it was absolutely essen- 
tial that evety soldier—not only of the Jewish 
Faith——when they considered what he‘had to go 
through, should have some representative body to 
which hé could turn for help and encouragement 
and for supplying him with those places to which 
he could go tor rest, bodily and mental, and get 
away from the unnatural position which he was 
put into by the condilions of the war. 


The Important Part of Welfare 


On the home front that had been done most 
magnificently. But now it was no longer England 
they were thinking of. Their Hospitaluny Commit- 
tee had got to arrange for Europe, for the world. 
wherever the British flag flew and where tte British 
Serviceman is in need of help and assistance 
There were many other organisations who were 
already doing very great work. But it was essen- 
tial that there should be all over the world repre- 
sentatives of the Jewish Hospitality Committee 
working for, and ministering to, the men of the 
Jewish Faith.

despised had returned Snce again to Europe, but 
as a fine race of liberators to the men of their 
own race?

Briish Crown was something over 60,000, out otf* 
a total population of Jews which did not exceed

Faith who came here from the U.S.A. 


200 Forces Centres in Britain 


In this country they had opened some 200 hospi- 
tality centres, while the amount of private hospi-' 
tality. which they had brought, into play he could 
not measure, because he did not know its full 
extent, but it was very great indeed. Their activi- 
tics were by no means restricted to this country, 
and their efforts reached overseas. | 

Last year, at Passover time, they provided 
Passover facilities in this country for about 100,000 
troops. This year they had set themselves to the. 
task of making preparations, not merely for this 
country, but also for overseas, even as far as India 
and Burma, to enable them to provide those tradi- 
tional festivities for perhaps 150,000 or 200,000 
Jewish troops. That was no small task of organi- 
sation, or in terms of money. For that single 
purpose not less than £20,000 would be required. 

If the clubs abroad, establtshed and to be estab- 
lished, were to succeed, there were two prerequi- 
sites. The first was money and the second 
personnel, and he_ therefore appealed to. the 
Anglo-Jewish Community also to. provide them 
with the men and women to undertake this vastly 
important work in every theatre of war. They 
had established clubs where the Armies of Libera- 
tion already found themselves: they hoped to 
establish clubs of this kind inside Germany itself. 

Sir Louis Sterling proposed a vote of thanks to 
Field-Marshal Lord Milne. 

Lt.-Gen. Sir John Brown, Chairman of the 
Council of Voluntary War Work, said they were 
very glad that the Jewish Hospitality Commitice 


was associated with them. The Committee was 
doing a good work and was going to expand.

OBITUARY 


HENRIETTA SZOLD 
““Mother of Youth Aliyah” 


The death occurred in Jerusalem on Tueway of 
Miss Henrietta Szold, one of Jewry's most beloved 
women workers, founder of the great women’s 
Zionist organisation Hadassah, and director of the 
Youth Aliyah movement to rescue Jewish children 
from Hitlerist Europe. She was 84 years old and 
had been ill for many months in the Hadassah- 
University Hospital, Jerusalem. 

Henrietta Szold was born in Baltimore, Mary- 
land, the daughter of Rabbi Benjamin Szoid, with

whom she began her studies in Hebrew, German, 
and French. On his death she registered as a 
special student at the Jewish Theological Seminary 
of America,. in. New York, where she took 
Rabbinic courses and attended lectures. 

Miss Szold started her long career of public 
service by “ Americanisation work—she organ- 
ised classes in English and civics for the emigrant 


-refugees from KuSsian persecution in the 80's 


and 90's. 

When the Jewish Publication Society of Atterica 
was formed Miss Szold became its Secretary and 
held the position for 26 years, until 1916. She 
was instrumental in introducing many European- 
Jewish authors to America, including Isracl Zane- 
will and Sholem Asch; and she herself translated 
the German; Hebrew and French works of a num- 
ber of writers, among them Lazarus's “ Jewish 
Ethics,” N, Slouschz’s “ Hebrew Renaissance,” and 
Darmsteter on. the Talmud. In association with 
Cyrus Adler she edited, from 1904 to 1908, the 
“ American Jewish Year Book.” and also contri- 
buted numerous articles to Jewish periodicals, 
several of them on Zionism. 

In 1910 Miss Szold served for a year as Execu-

Hadassah: Criterion of Health Progress 


Hadassah has spread a network of hospitals and 
other institutions throughout Palestine, waged 
successful war against malaria and tachoma, 
advanced health education of the masses, 
trained nurses, and effectively helped the 
country that Hadassah is looked upon to-day as a 
criterion of health progress in the Near East. 
Henrietta Szold remained its President from 1912 
to 1926 (since when she has been Hon. President). 
Following the Balfour Declaration_in 1917, she 
became director of the American Zionist Medical 
Unit, and later director of the Hadassah Organisa- 
tion in Palestine, in charge of its hospitals, clinics, 
classes, and other sections, 

The Basle Congress of 1927 honoured Miss 
Szold by oo ny | her one of the three members 
of the Palestine Executive. Never before or since 
has a woman occupied this position. She was made 
responsible for health and education and held the 
office for three years, after which the Vaad Leumi 
clected her to membership with a portfolio in 
health, education, and social welfare work. 

When in 1935 Jewry was faced with the need 
to rescue Jewish children from Nazi persecution 
and the Youth Aliyah movement was formed, Miss 
Szold, at the of 75, took upon herself the 
directorhip, ‘personally supervised every 
aspect of the work, meeting the ships at Haifa, 
establishing children in Kvutzot, and arranging the 
education of the thousands of little refugees from 
Germany and later. Poland. 

She became known as the “ Mother of Youth 
Aliyah "; and when on her eightieth birthday in 
1940 a festive rally in her honour was held at the 
premises of the Jewish Agency, Rovina, of the 
Habima Theatre, recited extracts from Capek’s 
“ The Mother” (and a gala performance of the 
play was later given at the theatre). Led by Mr. 
Moshe Shertok, Mr: Isaac Ben Zvi, and Dr. J. L 
Magnes, the gathering rose and cheered the veteran 
Zionist to the echo. There were countrywide cele- 
brations of the event, including special wireless 
broadcasts; and a school, a forest, and a number 
of streets were named after Henrietta Szold. The 
American Hadassah sent her a gift of $25,000 to 
further her work.as well as a “ birthday book ” 
comaining the signatures of the organisation's 
95,000 members. and also those of President Roose- 
velt, Mr. Sumner Welles, Justices Brandeis and 
Frankfurter, and other distinguished citizens. 

MISS BETSY BERKS (Hall) was a zealous 
worker for many Jewish and non-Jewish causes. 
Sie gave her services to the local W.Y.S., was one 


of the moving spirits in the Zionist morement in | 


Hull as the Hon. Secretary of the Palestine 
Women's and Children’s Welfare Society, and was 
Hon. Segaffary of the Hull Orphan Aid Society, 
which’ ciected her an Hon. Life Governor of the 
Norwood Orphanage in recognition of her efforts. 
Miss Berks acted for many years as Hull corre- 
spondent of THe Jewisu Curonicie. The Rev. 
David: Hirsch, in a tribute, refers to the deceased 
as “a sincere Jewess who took a keen interest 
in the Jewish education .of the youth and herself 
instructed many boys. and girls in the tenets of 
their faith.” A tribute has also been received 
from Mrs. Theresa Sciencé-Russell, of Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, 

MR. S. JEROME (Bradford) was.a zealous 
worker in the Bradford Jewish community. Among 
the offices he filled were President of the congrega- 
tion and of the Benevolent Society, and Trustee 
of the Synagogue and of the Jewish Institute.

“MR. BAKSTANSKY ON THE 
WARPATH” 


Quotations Unfairly Paraphrased 


From Mr. LEONARD 3. STEIN 
(President of the Anglo-Jewish Association) 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHronicie 


Sin,—According to a report in your current issue 
of a ppect ithe Secretary of the Zionist Federa- 
r. L. Bakstansky, he referred to a question 
raised at the recent general meeting of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association as to the control of immigration 
into Palestine and went on to give his version of a 
letter which “ Mr. Stein had instructed the Secre- 
tary of the A.J.A. to write to the questioner. 

I heard of this for the first time when I read 
about it in JewrSu have now 
a cepy and find that it is stated, in terms, to be @ personal 
note from Mr. Temkin to the addressec. 

As to its contents, Mr. Bakstansky is reported to have 
said: “Mr. Stein had imstructed the Secretary of the 
AJ.A. t ... say that what he really meant to suggest 
was that, if asked, the A.J.A. would say they were against 
it (.e.. the control of immigration by the Jewish Agency). 
but if the Government chose to hand over the contro! of 
immigration to the Jewish Agency on its own, the AJA. 
would mot say they were against it.” 

This is not a fair or accurate of what Mr. 
Temkin actually wrote. The material passage of his letter 
is. in fact. as follows: “ Mir Stein's position is, I believe, 
that he would not be agreeable to joining in any demand 
for Jewish Agency. control over immigration because he 
thinks thet it is not practical politics and would leed to 
a rebuff If. contrary to this supposition, it were indi- 
cated to:him that H.M. Government were contemplating 
Jewish Agency control over immigration imo Palestinc, 
he would certainly not oppose it.” 

I feel that, in fairness io Mr. Temkin, Mr. Bakstansky’s 
misleading description of his letter ought not to be allowed 
to uncorrected. 

As to the merits of the question, the proposal advo- 
cated in the speech to which I have referred would appear, 
in effect. to be this—that. in the period immediately 
following the end of the war, full comtrol over immigra- 
tion and cognate matters should be vested in the Jewish 
Agency, but some other authority should have control 
over, and responsibi'ty for. everything cise. [| am not sure 
that the implications of this demand have been fully 
thought out. Whether the manifest difficulties are insuper- 
able is a matter of apinion, but they call for ‘rational 
discussion and are not to be disposed of by starting a 
heresy-hunt. 

The Anglo-Jewish Association ftegards it as axiomatic 
that the Jewish Agency should have an cffective and in- 
fluemtial voice both in the framing and the execution of 
plans tor large-scale Jewish settlement in Palestine and 
has been at pains to make this clear in its Memorandum.

CLOTHING FOR SUFFERING EAST 
EUROPE 


A 34-ton Consignment. 


[COoMMUNICATED] 


There was a,busy scene at one of London's 
main goods stations a few days ago, when nearly 
680 bales, weighing approximately 34. tons, of 
warm, second-hand clothing for distribution in 
Jewish areas in the Soviet Union and liberated 
Poland were dispatched by the Federation of 
Jewish Relief Orgamisations through the agency 
of the British and Soviet Red-Cross. The clothing, 
consisting of about. 25,000 garments, was sent. by 
the Federation in response to the urgent appeals 
from Dr. Sommerstein in Lublin and Professor 
Mikhoels and Lt.-Col. Feffer in Moscow, In view 
of the urgency the Federation of Jewish Relief 
Organisations decided not to wait for the response 
to its Clothing Collection Campaign, now in pro- 
gress in co-ordination with the Joint Clothing 
Commitiee of the Jewish Committee for Relici 
Abroad, in connection with which the Conference 
at Woburn House, with the Chief Rabbi in the 
chair, was held on February 4. 

The United Jewish Relief. Appeal,. which pro- 
vides the funds for the Federation of Jewish Relicf 
Orgavisations, made a special grant of £12,000, 
with which this first consignment of clothing was 
purchased for immediate dispatch. 

A recent cable from Dr. Sommerstein to the 
Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations gives 
the assurance that “ your relief goods will be dis- 


tributed among Jews in liberated Poland and Polish, 


Jewish refugees in the Soviet Union.” 

Ihe Clothing Collection Campaign _ initiated 
at the Adolph Tuck Hall Conference is proceed- 
ing satisfactorily, Thete has been gratifying 
response and considerable quantities of clothing 
have already come in to the Federation's depot 
at 34, Soho Square, London, W.1. Collections are 
in. progress in hundreds of Synagogues, and by 
Jewish organisations all over the country, for the 
liberated Jewries in the Soviet Union, Poland, and 
throughout Europe. |

LONDON JEWISH HOSPITAL 
| Future Policy 


The Chairman of the London Jewish Hospital, 
Mayor F. M. Green, O.B.E., has issued the. fol- 
lowing statement : 

The council of the London Jewish Hospital at 
recent meetings have discussed the future policy of 
the hospital in the immediate post-war period. 
They have only been able to guess what will be the. 
position of voluntary hospitals, but have accepted, 
provisionally, at any rate, the Government state- 
ment that the voluntary hospital is to remain as an 
essential unit in the national health service. On 
this assumption the council are unanimous in 
agreeing that the London Jewish Hospital must be 
up-to-date in every wayg that the best possible 
treatment must be available for its patients, and 
that this can only be possible by giving the medical 
staff compictely modern equipment and facilities 
for research. 

The hospital has suffered bomb damage, once 
severely and several times to a lesser degree. For- 
tunately the main hospital building had been 


shored ‘up internally at the beginning of the war, ° 


and the main structure is not seriously damaged. 
To reduce the risk of more bomb damage, the 
windows have been largely bricked up, w°d blast 
walls have been built. Lighting has suered in 
consequence, and much of the repair is temporary. 
Visitors find it difficult to recognise in the fortress- 
like building the bright airy hospital of pre-war 
days. Despite war-time handicaps, the health 
statistics of patients show an advance on pre-war 
figures, and the health of the staff has been parti- 
cularly satisfactory. Training of student nurses 
has gone on uninterruptedly, and examination 
successes have been considerable. 


Thorough Reorganisation 


The council fully realise that the hospital will 
need a thorough reorganisation as soon as circum- 
stances permit. War damage insurance will pay 
for some of this, but not nearly enough to do all 
that will be needed. Plans for making use of the 


old nurses’ home as hosprtal wards were being con-., 


sidered before ‘the war, and any new scheme will 
naturally include this work. The office block was 
entirely destroyed by the first bomb damage, and 
accommodation for this. must be found m the sew 
plans. The need for a smail number of. private 
wards has been felt for some time, and the child 
guidance clinic will need special facilities. X-ray 
and Electro-Therapy both need room, and an 
appointment system for out-patients will mean a 
rearrangement of the waiting hall and consulting 
rooms. 

With these considerations in mind, the council 

have already instructed their architectural advisérs 
to draw up a scheme of rebuilding which could be 
a basis for discussion. The council have begun 
their examination of these tentative plans, and 
hope to have a well considered scheme when the 
time for action is ripe. They will only be satis- 
fied with a proposal that aims at producing a first- 
rate modern hospital, attractive to both the patients 
and to staff, and which will reflect credit on the 
Jewish community. 
In due course details of the scheme will be pub- 
lished, and in all probability an appeal for a sub- 
stantial sum will be made both for capital outlay 
and investment. The council has littl doubt that 
the community will provide the financial support, 
providing that it is believed that the work of the 
hospital will be absolutely first rate and that being 
so it will be a credit to Jewry. The council on 
their part will only be willing to undertake a 
scheme if they bélieve it can be carried through 
successfully and that a hospital of outstanding 
reputation will result. 

While it fs not intended to issue a special appeal 
until the situation is clearer and plans are mature, 
the Treasurers are always glad to receive donations 
large or small. It would be a great encouragement 
if substantial help ‘were forthcoming during the 
interim period, and the Chairman and Treasurers 
are always willing to meet generous donors and to 
explain the draft plans in detail.

BACHAD CONFERENCE 
Religious Youth’s Demands 


At the sixth annual Pegisha (Conference) of Brit 
Chalutzim Datiim (Bachad), held last week at 
Kibbutz Shivat Zion, and at which over 120 
Chalutzim and Chaluzot attended, the followin 
resolution, which was the guiding thought in a 
discussions, was passed: 

** This Pegisha, recognising the urgent need of Erctz Visrac} 
for chalutzim, urges that immediate steps be taken to widen 
the scope of activities of Bachad and to include in its ranks 
all who are open to the message of religious chalutziut.”’ 

After an opening address by Mr. Arich Handler, 
Rabbi S. Sperber gave an address on “ The Reli- 
gious Future of Eretz Yisrael.” Religious Zionism 


and more especially religious chalutziut, he said, — 


had removed the stigma of “ Batlanut”’ from reli- 
ious Jewry. The time had come to launch a 
* spiritual offensive” in order to bring Jews back 
to their own faith and to combat the non-religious 
forces in their midst and to show that a religious 
life was fuller and more pur ful. 

Rabbi H. Heinemann, speaking on “ Religion and 
Education,’ said that if the movement was to have 
any future in Jewish history—and he believed it 
had—then it would have to show that religion 
could not be confined to the Synagogues, the Festi- 
vals, and the home, but it was the driving force 
in the ‘whole of man’s life governing also his poli- 
tical, and Social relationships. 

Mr. A. Handler, in an address on Eretz Yisracl, 
stressed the great need of the country for chalut- 
zim. Young Zionists in this country would now 
have to make up their minds whether or not they 
intended to go to Eretz Yisrael, whether or not 
they intended to contribute to the evolution of a 
new society, and whether or not they were pre- 
pared to devote their talents and ability to this 
cause. 


The Kibbutzim in Britain 


In a session devoted to “ Hachshara and Aliyah.” 
Mr. E. Seligmann reviewed the position oi the 
Kibbutzim in this country. Owing to the fact that 
some 45 chaverim had joined the Jewish Brigade, 
he said, one Kibbutz had had to be closed down. 
On the other hand, a new Kibbutz, the farm at 
Thaxted, Essex, had been opened. 

Mr. A. Ellern reported on developments at the 
farm, and Mr. A. Greenbaum reported on. the 
Hachsharat Noar, the agricultural training scheme 
for adolescent youth who worked half-days and 
studied half-days at the farm. 

A resolution passed durimg a discussion on 
Aliyah stressed the need for practical and material 
assistance as well as moral encouragement for the 
chalutzic movement, and charged the Zionist move- 
ment in this country, while raising considerable 
sums. for Eretz Yisrael, with neglecting its duties 
towards Zionist youth in general and = chalutzic 
youth in particular. The Pegisha recorded us dis- 
satisfaction with the methods adop ed by the J.N.F. 
and Keren Hayesod in this country in the alloca- 
tion of funds to the Zionist youth movements. 

Cfn. Robert Cramer reported on the work of 
the Bachad Forces Department. Many hundreds 
of soldier chaverim and non-chaverim were regu- 
larly receiving literature and parcels from the 
movement. The movement was preparing a scheme 
of industrial and agricultural training for demobi- 
lised soldiers which would enable them to emigrate 
to Eretz Yisrael. In this. connection, the confer- 
ence passed a resolution urging the immediate 
exploration of ways and means by which industrial 
Hachshara might be established in this country. 

.Mr. Handler gave a report on the political 
situation. 

A resolution. concerning Hapoel Hamizrachi, 


. which was passed, expressed solidarity with its 


representatives in withdrawing from the Executive 
of the Vaad Leumi in Palestine owing to the 
“failure of that body to implement the observance 
of Shabbat in the official institutions of ‘the Yishuv 
as well as to the lack of facilities for the proper 
and due share in the administration of the Yishuv." 

The deaths and suffering of millions of Jews, 
declared another resolution, demanded that Pales- 
tine in its historic boundaries be restored as the 
Jewish Commonwealth, which meant also the 
immediate abrogation of the White Paper and the 
vesting of authority in the Jewish Agency to direct 
and regulate immugration’ into’ Palestine and to 
develop the agricultural and. industrial resources 
of the country for the benefit of ail its inhabitants. 

The Pegisha expressed opposition to any kind 
of partition. 


Hapoel Hamizrachi for England 


It was resolved to create a strong. religious 
labour movement—namely, Hapoel Hamizrachi— 
in the Angio-Jewish adult community to underiake 
responsible political, communal, and__ financial 
work in furtherance: of the ideas and ideals of 
religious labour Zionism. 

In a discussion on the work of Youth Aliyah, 4 
resolution was adopted expressing regret at, having 
heard of the new definition “ half religious “ 1 
the selection of Youth -Aliyah by the Selection 
Committee. “This definition,” it was declared, 
“puts the religious institutions in a wrong light, 
brings the children and youth into confusion, and 
leads many of them, without knowing 
irreligious education.” 

Other resolutions recorded appreciation of the 
expansion of the activities of the Mizrachi Fede!.- 
uuon, to which full support was pledged; reco™- 
mended most strongly the raising of at least £1,000 
in the coming year for the J.N.F., to be earmarked 
for the Yaar Bnei Akiva, for the Weizmann Golden 
Book, and for other J.N.F. projects; and expressed

Immigration Virtually Stopped 


“te is sad to think that, while in times of 
trouble and persecution the Jews are invariably 
singled out for * special treatment,’ when the time 
comes for measures of relief and restoration their 
unique position of insecurity is ignored and they 
are accorded an ‘ equality’ which is bound to per- 
petuate their singular ition of homelessness,” 
said a spokesman of the Jewish Agency im 
Jerusalem, replying to questions by representatives 
of the press on Viscount Cranborne’s statement 
during the debate on refugees in the House of 
Lords last week that the Jews could not be dealt 
with as a separate group. ; 

“Bitter experience has shown,” the speaker 
added, “that the Jewish refugee problem ts one 
sui generis, Rehabilitation in countries of 
origin is not a practicable solution for the over- 
wheiming majority of the Jewish sufferers in 
Europe, and there can be no solution of the pro- 
blem of the Jews save their concentrating in one 
country which they can call their own.” | 

Referring to the question of immigration, he 
said: “ Lord Cramborne’s use of the word * agree- 
ment” in connection with the present immigration 
arrangements can Only be duc to a misconception. 
It is true that after the liberation of several! 
European countries the Jewish Agency proposed the 
igomediate grant of 10,300 certificates, as a first 
urgent measure, for speedy distribution, but 
the Government decided that distribution 
should be spread over a long period with a monthly 
maximum of 1,500 permits, Numerous representa- 
tions by the Jewish Agency to raise this maximum 
were of no avail.

ANOTHER “COMMUNAL 
CONFERENCE ” 


North Middlesex 


Another conference was held last Sunday to pass 
a resolution endorsing the Palestine policy of the 
Board of Deputies and regretting and disapproving 
of the action of the Angio-Jewish Association in 
sending their own memorandum to the Govern- 
ment. This conference was at the Odeon, Finchicy 
Road, and was cal'ed the “ North Middlesex Com- 
munal Conference.”

The. organisers 
were not composed of Zionists only, but also of 
others who had not been actively associated with 
the Zionist doctrine but who felt this was the time 
when it was essential to state how they felt in 
regard to.

words, no room, no people—and that fits in with 
the intention of the White Paper. 
_ What is going to happen when the 10,300 permits 
issued last autumn are filled (half of them have 
so far been actually used) and a decision is reached 
on disposing of the remaining 4,000 under the 1939 
White Paper quota, I cannot imagine. 


A New Zionist Charge 


The Political Department of the New Zionist 
Organisation in London reports that it learns from 
Palestine that the publication.of Lord Cranborne’s 
Statement in the House of Lords last week was 
held up in Palestine at the request of the Jewish 
Agency and was not released until Saturday, when 
it was published together with an explanatory note 
by the Jewish Agency. | 

This, says the N.Z.O., was due to the fact that 
Agency circles had given the impression in Pales- 
tine that they had asked for a much larger number 
of certificates from the Government and had. asso- 
ciated t with a demand for the abrogation of the 
White Paper. Lord Cranborne’s statement, how- 
ever, is explicit that the Agency had asked — for 
10,300 and had received that number. . 

*.* Lord Cranborne’s actual words were: ** In September 
last the Jewish Agency asked H.M. Government that 10.300 
places should be made available for immigration to 
Palestine. That request ... was granted in full.” 


A “ Bribe For Agreement ?

Poria Undertaking Criticised 
From Mr. ARTHUR KAY.

Sir,—You recently carried an advertisement of 
Messrs. Palestine Citrus (London) Ltd., offering to 
sell land for settlement, presumably by English 
Jews, at Poria, Palestine. 

I would like to draw attention to the description “* the 
famous health spa adjoining Tiberias..." Now 1 have only 
recently arrived in England after over ten years’ residence 
in Palestine, and I have never, during all these ten years, 
heard Poria described as a health spa. let alone a famous one 
In fact, quite frankly, it was not until about a year ago that 
Foard the name Poria”” at all, and don't think that I 
am ¢xcceptional in this respect. 1 question whether 999 out 
of.every thousand Jews in Palestine have ever heard of Poria. 
Tiberias, yes, but not Poria. | questioned several of my 
friends and acquaintances bere who are cither Palestinians 
or constant visitors to Palcstine, and the majority confirmed 
my own reaction 

When I first heard about Poria, as I have stated, about a 
year ago, it was described to me ov an American Jew, one 
of the first settlers some twenty years ago, in no uncertain 
terms as being totally unfit for private settlement. Th was 
originally purchased and’ settled by Americam Jews coming 
chiefly from St. Lovis. But by 1929 most of them had given 
up: the struggle against Nature, chiefly brought about by 
the lack of water: and when. in 1929. the settlement was all 
but cut off from the world by the riots the few remaining 
families threw in the towg! and abandoned it. My informant 
told me that there had Been several subsequent half-hearted 
attempts to restart the settlement but none was successful. 
The difficulties included lack of water and distance from 
Tiberias, the nearest town 

Mr. Cen. in the imerview you published with him, stressed 
the quality of the waters at Tiberias. These waters are, in 
fact, a private concession and run by an established company 
which also opcrates a first-class hotel, recently built, which 
provides all the amenities visitors to the springs could require. 
It was built, in fact; to take care of just about as many visitors 
as the company administering the springs could cater for in 
comfort. 

My personal opinion about that district of Palestine is that 
even though Mr. Cen would build, as he bas announced in 
your columns, “a large hotel, a funicular railway, a Syna- 
goguc, theatre, sanatorium, shopping centre, municipal build- 
ines, recreation grounds, and an agricultural school,”” it is 
totally unsuited for private settlement if only for security 
reasons. A strong police post would have to be established, 
many armed guards would be requiced for protection, cven 
in normal times, against Arab thieves, especially at night. 

. Let’s face facts; English Jews, if it is English Jews who arc 
invited to take advantage of this unique opportunity, are 
“soft.” Poria is situated in an area which 4s still in the 
“Wild West” of Palestine. If troubles were to break out 
afresh—and who can guarantee they won't?-—-Poria, as a 
private settlement of English Jews, would be in an unenviable 
position. It might have to be abandoned once more. Poria 
is nof, in my opinion, a place to settle soft, suburban, unwar- 
like. respectable, unpioncering English Jews. A kibbutz of 
well-armed, tough young Jews with the pioneering spirit ts 
the only form of settlement which could have any prospects 
at this stage of developing that area of Palestine.

THE PALESTINE ABDUCTIONS 


Unorthodox Methods with Suspect 
Terrorists ? 


The Palestine press (writes a correspondent) has 
been publishing reports lately of the kidnapping of 
various young men alleged to have some connec- 
tion with terrorism. Over a score of these men 
have been abducted by the unofficial Yishuv secu- 
rity groups and taken off to a secret hide-out— 
or unofficial prison—where they haye been inter- 
rogated and, so some aver, not too well treated. 
One form of mistreatment, I am told, has been 
to deny them access to a privy for hours on end, 
so they have to relicve themselves where they 
are detained. 

far there has been no indication of police 
action against the kidnappers, a situation which 
lends itself to the conclusion that the police 
authorities are rather pleased at having handed the 
baby over to hagana, As a matter of fact, there 
have been no terrorist outbreaks since the night 
of the Day of Atonement last year, and it is of 
course quite likely that the preventive measures 
now being adopted, albeit with some rujlilessness, 
are having their effect.

The line-up among the Tel-Aviv political parties 
at present encompasses the Union of General 
Zionists, headed by Dr. Haim Bugrachow, the 
Mizrachi, headed by Dr, Pinkas, the Revisionists, 
and the Union of Sefardi Jews. The professional 
organisations co-operating are the Association of 
Landlords, the middle-class organisation, and the 
Association of importers and wholesalers. Ichud 
Ezrachi, or Civic Union, is unifying the work of 
this group, which other organisations, like the 
powerful hiss tg Chamber of Commerce and 
Maccabi (which, although primarily a_ sports 
organisation, takes an active part. in political life) 
may join later. 

| learned that these Centre and Right-wing groups 
intend to establish an Advisory Coungil which will 
guide and instruct the representatives of their 
section of the community on the Municipal Council 
how to act with regard to specific questions like 
the formulation of Tel-Aviv's annual budget. -They 
also plan to support the candidature for Municipal - 
Councillorships of Right-wing Labour organisa- 
tions, No definite decisions have yet been reached, 
since the discussions are still preliminary, but some 
form of coherent Centre bloc organisation appears 
to be shaping.

IRAQ’S OWN PEOPLE 
Frank Assessment by Bagdad Paper 


With Iraq now busy in the rdéle of Federation- 
maker and, through its ex-Premier, Nuri Pasha es 
Said, one of the chief protagonists 6f Arab unity, 
it iS imteresting to read about. its own domestic 
position from the Bagdad Moslem daily Sawr eL 
AHL!, which has shown itself to be unusually 
frank in discussing conditions in the Kingdom 
(remarks our Jerusalem correspondent). 

The paper points out that 90 per cent of Iraq's 
inhabitants are living under sub-human conditions, 
on the verge of fampne, and exposed to — the 
diseases endemic to famine. The population is 
listed by Sawr-et AHL! in four groups: 

(a) Ihe very poor who are unable to obtain 
sufficient food for subsistence and whose intoler- 
able housing conditions make for frequent 
epkiemics, representing about three-quarters of the 
population ; 

ib) The nomads, mendicants, 
about 15-20 per cent:. 

(c) The middle-class living on the verge of 
penury and in a state of constant social insecurity, 
about 8 per cent: | 

(d) The rich and well-to-do, -who control the 
weakh of the country and provide its political 
leaders. They comprise 2 per cent of the inhabi- 
tants of lIrag, a partner (under British tutelage) 
of the United and Associated Nations.

An Arab “ Plan” for Palestine 


Some Arab friends have been telling me in the 
past week or so (writes a carrespondent) of 
renewed activity in the leading pan-Arab political 
circles to get acceptance of the Nuri Said plan for 
an Arab Federation of Palestine, Syria, Trans- 
jordan, and Lebanon, excluding Egypt and Iraq, 
and providing unrestricted Jewish ‘immigration 
ito Palestine. The idea, as your Jerusalem corre- 
spondent’s cable briefly indicated last week. is 
that the Emir Abdul ‘Illah, the Regent of Iraq, 
would be head of the Federation without any 
monarchical status. 

On the other hand, Puiestinian Arabs are said 
to be formulating a plan whereby the. popvlation 
of Palestine would be 40 per cent Jewish, 40 per 
cent Moslem, and 20 per cent Christian. They 
hope in this way to enlist the support of the 
Christian world against Zionist aspirations by 
offering the purely specious lure of a “ Christian ” 
interest in the Holy Land. To get Jewish support, 
they point out that such a pian would provide for 
repeal of the White Paper, but of | course they 
would not agree to a Jewish Commonwealth. 

It remains to be seen whether any Palestine 
Arab will have the courage to come forward with 
the scheme, which I am told, and as your fast 
week's cable suggesied, they propose communicat- 
ing to Dr. Weizmann. All this talk, in any case, 


does not seem to promise much at the new Pan- 
Arab conference in Cairo, especially as it tends to 
crowd Egypt out of the picture.

is to-day oy in French Jewry. All the parties, 
Right and Left, Zionist and non-Zionist, religious 
and irreligious, are represented in the C.RJ.F. 
(Representative Council of French Jews), the 
official body of French Jewry. It includes—for the 
first time—all the Jews of France, both the fore! 
and the French Jews who have been French for. 
any generations, 
all the Jewish parties in France have 
new leaders to-day, They are almost all youn 
people, who have been hardened by the perils o 
the Nazi occupation. Most of them were in the 
Resistance movements, Jewish or French. They 
do not speak with any great love of the older 
Jewish leaders, who have returned, or are about to 
return, from Switzerland or America, where the 
lived in safety, and are now trying to regain their 
old leadership. 

The Jews in Paris proudly show copies of the 
illegal Yiddish papers which were published and 
circulated during the Nazi occupation, and played 
a considerable part in maintaining the moral of 
the hunted Jews. 

But they are most proud of all of the seven 
special Jewish F.F.1. Units, bearing the names of 
Jewish heroes of the Resistance movement, which 
are now training in different parts of France as 
regular units of the New French Army. eis 

Voune Jews want to know whether there is a 
chance of joining the Jewish Brigade. Young 
women were anxious to join, too—as_ soldiers. 
Most of them, however, are rather badly informed 
about the true position. They were certain that 
the British Government had at last decided to form 
a Jewish Army. This misapprehension is duc 
mainly to the fact that the French press usuall 
refers to the Jewish Brigade as a “ Jewish Army. 

When informed that the Jewish Brigade was not 
yet a Jewish Army, but only a step towards it, 
one young Jewish F.F.1. man ruefully remarked: 
“So Messiah hasn't come yet.” 

Messiah! That is the way these French Jews 
talk of a Jewish Army. For them it is something 
great, something that makes their miserable life 
worth living,.a source of hope and endurance 

The Jews of Paris are hungty, poverty-stricken, 
embittered, and in despair, Thousands of them 
live on petty charity, Thousands keep alive only 
with. the meagre food they can obtain in the 
Jewish communal kitchens. Theirs is a grim 


story of suffering, of human endufance, of heroic 


sacrifices, in short, the European Jewish tragedy 
of which Jewish Paris is only a chapter. 


REFUGEES IN BELGIUM TREATED 
AS ENEMIES 


Five thousand Jews from Germany and Austria 
who took refige in Belgium and who managed to 
escape capture and deportation during the Nazi 
occupation have been classified as “enemy 
nationals ’’ by the Belgian Government and are 
being subjected to restrictive security measures. 

These refugees, who were deprived of German 
nationality by Hither under the racial laws and so 
‘became Stateless, have been reclassified by the 
Belgian Government as “ German” and are being 
treated accordingly. 


Under the Belgian Law for the Protection of - 


the Allied Armies, all security controls extept 
internment which applied to German nationals have 
been imposed on these refugees. Several hundred 
have been arrested and imprisoned solely because 
Strict. police 
supervision has been established over the 
remainder, They are required to report to the 
police at least once a week and may not leave 
the district in which they reside. 

Their property has been sequestrated and their 
bank and posta) accounts have been blocked. They 
cannot receive insurance benefits or collect: money 
from their doctors. They cannot sue in court. 
Permission to work is rigidly denied to them. 

Some of the refugees have organised a “* Jewish 
Refugee Committee for the Victims of Racial 
‘Laws.’ They protest bitterly against the stigma 
of being placed in the same category as Nazis 
and seek restoration of their status as refugees 
enjoying sanctuary until such time as the future 
of all victims of Nazi racial policy is determined. 


BUDAPEST JEWS’ MARTYRDOM 


A few days ago Armin Speter, Secretary of. the 
International Red Cross in Budapest, arrived in 
Bucharest, where he got in touch with the 
International Red 
Cross, various officials, and members of the Jewish 
Relief Organisation, cables our Balkans 
correspondent. 

In the course of an interview which he gave 
to journalists, Mr. Speter described the conditions 
under which the Jews of Budapest lived. On 
October 15 last, he said, there were 250,000 Jews 
in the Hungarian capital. When the Red Army 
first entered the city, only 120,000 of these were 
sull there. The remainder, as well as the vast 
_ majority of Jews in the provinces and in Northern 
Transylvania, had been deported. 

Small groups, Mr. Speter went on, had managed 
to escape from the. concentration camps. When 
the anti-Jewish persecution was at its height, the 
Papal Nuncio, the International Red Cross, and 
neutral legations had endeavoured to protect the 
Jews of Budapest by issuing protective documents 
to them. 


Many owed theig lives to the rescue service organ- 


ised by Palestinian Jewry, continued Mr. Speter. 
Last autumn the International Red Cross set up 
a special camp for Jewish children. and for the 
aged and infirm. 


In December last the Fascist rulers refused to 


recognise the protection given to Jews and deported 


many of tiem, Mr. Speter concluded. The Jews

POLISH JEWRY’S REMNANT 
The Tragedy of the Orphans 


Prominent doctors, lawyers, and scientists were 
among the Jews deported from various countries 
by the Germans to the Lodz ghetto and put to 
work in the shoe and clothing factories there. The 
well-known Vienna philanthropist, Baron Hirsch, 
and many other well-Known Jews died from mal- 
nutrition and jil-treatment. 

f 9,000 Czech Jews sent to Lodz only ninc 
remain. They are Mrs. Usa Hoffmanova, Jose! 
Feig! and his wife, Walter Hirsch and his wife, 
Pavel Eckstein and his wife, Milada Fischerova 
and Lisa Sauerova. 

The first transport of Czech Jews arrived in 
Lodz in November, 1941, At that time there were 
250,000 Jews in the ghetto. Last August 70,000 
were taken away, some to Oswiecim, and the res 
to Germany. According to a who managed 
to get back to Lodz, about 10,000, including ‘0 
to 100 Czech Jews, were still alive in Germany 
last year. 

Not a single Synagogue has been left in the city. 

Information concerning rescued Jewish childien 
reaches the Jewish Relief Committee in Lubjin 
almost every day. Polish families bring Jewish 
children to Jewish organisations and relaic how 
they sheltered the children all through the Nazi 
occupation. There are also instances of Catholic 
priests informing Jewish organisations about groups 
of Jewish children who had been hidden in mona<- 
teries. Among the Jewish orphans is a group from 
the German extermination camp at Maidanck. 


Saved from Maidanck 


The Polish Provisional Government in Lublin 
is now considering requests submitted by the Cen- 
tral Jewish Relief Committee for Government aid 
in placing the Jewish orphans in Special institutions.

Eclipse of “London” Government 
FRUITS OF ENDEKS’ STUPIDITY 


Go (From Our Polish Correspondent} 


Having definitely refused to accept the decision 
of the Big Three regarding a settlement with Russia, 
the Polish Government in is now con- 
sidering the next step to take. The rumour that 
Mr. Arciszewski will resign with his entire Cabinet 
has so far not come true and the Premier has, I 
learn, declared that he intends “to fight to the 
bitter end.” By Gentine. he means that he will 
continue to reject the Big Three's decision and 
appeal to the conscience of the world, which he 
believes must. react, especially as millions of Poles 
in America, in , and in France are support- 
ing the Polish Government in London in refusing 
to agree to the Curzon Line settlement. 

In the meantime, the former Polish Premier, 
Mr. Mikolajczyk, has had a number of talks with 
other peasant leaders mi London and is understood 
to be in contact with the British Government. It 
is regarded as most likely that Mr. Mikolajczyk 
will be asked by the British Authorities, in agree- 
ment with the United States, to proceed to Moscow 
to mect Mr. Molotov again as well as represen- 
tatives of the Lublin Provisional Government. 

Mr. Witos, a former Polish Premier and leader 
of the Peasant Party in Poland, may also be asked 
to join in the talks, He was in Poland when the 
Germans invaded the country, was arrested by 
them, then released and was in hiding at the begin- 
ning of January this year, _ Peasant leaders here 
believed that he was alive and well, and it is now 
reported that he has been found again. 

The date for Mr. Mikolajczyk’s trip is not yet 
mentioned, but it will: possibly take place not 
before the British and American Ambassadors have 
a chance.to meet Mr. Molotov in Moscow and 
constitute a kind of inter-Allied Commission 
entrusted with the task of negotiating with the 
Poles in Lublin and Poles from abroad for the 
establishment of a provisional Polish Government 
of national -unity. 


The Cabinet Meets 


The Polish Cabinet here, afier its ali-cday meeting 
last Tuesday, met again on Wednesday and issued 
in appeal to the Polish Army im Italy, France, 
Poland, and over here to maintain calm and con- 
tinue to fight against the enemy by the side of 
Great Britain and the United States of Amncrica. 

The embitterment in the Polish Army over the 
Crimea decision is said to be very great and pro- 
tests were received by the Polish Government here 
from various Polish groups abroad. It was 
admitted in -Polish circles that Mr. Arciszewski's 
decision to form a Government with the Endcks, 
the extreme Polish Nationalists, haS only wagsened 
Poland's position. 

The terms on. which an agreement with Russia 
is stl possible to-day are much worse than those 
which Stalin offered when Mikolajczyk went to see 
him three months ago. But the question of the 
Western frontier for Poland, on which Russia 
wanted to give a guarantee then, has been left over 
ull the Peace Conference, .and altogether the man- 
ner m which this Government has been disregarded 
by the Allies is believed to be due to the intran- 
Sizgent attnude of the Endek members of the 
Cabinet, who have fatled to see realities and thus, 
instead of helping Mr. Churchill and President 
Roosevelt to obtain better terms for Poland from 
Marshal Stalin, have only strengthened the autho- 
riiy of the Lublin Government and that of Russia's 
demands of Poland. ‘ | 

It is considered likely that when Mr, Mikolajczyk 

is invited to go to Moscow, he will do so irrespec- 
tive of the attitude this Government takes up here. 
As leader of the Peasant Party, who has not joined 
the Cabinet, he considers himself free to act as 
this party decides, and his party is still. out to 
try and make an early settlement with Moscow 
ond with the Lublim Government. 
_ Polish leaders here believe that the rcorganisa- 
tion of the Provisional Government will be on a 
hifty-fifty basis. that is, 50 per cent members of 
the Cabinet will be chosen from the Lublin Poles 
and SO per cent from Poles in London and Peasant 
leaders in Poland. Several Polish Socialists and 
a number of the Christian Democratic Party, 
including Dr. Popisl, a former member of Miko- 
tajczyk’s Cabinet, are stated to be willing to join 
ihe Peasant Leader in the attempt for a settlement 
on the lines suggested by the Crimea decision.

PITY THE POOR GERMAN! 


Prisoners’ Luxury Life in U.S.A. 
Camps 


The conditions, amounting almost to luxury, 


under which German prisoners of war in the 
United States live are described in detail in an 
article by Mr. Rennie Smith im the current issue 
of the Cenrrat European Onpserver. 

are, Mr. Smith writes, some 300,000 of 
these prisoners in about 200 camps scattered all 
over the country, and they get the benefits of the 
terms of the Geneva Convention. 

Food and lodging, in fact (the article says), are 
equal to those for the U.S. Army. There are, as 
a rule, 50 men in a barracks which is capable of 
accommodating 100. The iron bedsteads carry all 
white sheets and pillowcases. They are changed 
every second week. . . . There is a generous provi- 
sion of stoves with fuel oil and wood for heating, 
shower rooms, wash basins, toilets. Warm water 
is available at all times, and each prisoner is 
required to take a hot shower every evening. .. . 

food, prepared by German cooks and assist- 
ants, the article continues, is served in mess-halls, 
the walls of which have been decorated by the 
artistic proclivitics of the prisoners. The authori- 
tieS are quite willing to stretch points to meet the 
prisoners’ tastes in The menus are, in fact, 
extraordinarily varied, and do not.recur more than 
three times a month. This is a typical food day: 


A Typical Menu 


Breakfast: Stewed fruit, cooked cereal, bread, 
butter, marmalade, coffee. 

Dinner: Boiled fish, beans, green salad, rice, 
bread and apple cake. 

Supper: Roast pork, mixed salad, spinach, bread 
and buscuits. 

Prisoners working outside the camp, the article 
goes on, get hot dinners sent them in thermos 
containers. . . working day varies from 8 to 
12 hours, never more than the hours prevailing 
in the given area, and never more than six days 
a week. Occasional strikes have occurred, which 
is at least an advance on Nazi Germany! Work is 
paid at the rate of 80 cents (four shiflings) a 
day with a further 10 cents allowance for pocket- 
money. > prisoner has the choice of receiving 
his 90 cents entirely in canteen coupons or hall 
may be saved for him. til] after the war, or he 
may save the entire amount. The officers, who are 
exempt from work, get from 20 to 40 dollars a 
month. Prisoners need buy no necessities. These 
are all provided, from clothes to boots, gloves to 
towels, soap and shaving crearh. 

Describing some of the amenities, the artitle 
refers to shops in the camps where prisoners have 
access to a wide range of purchases at less than 
retail prices. As a rule each prisoner may pur- 
chase one bottle of beer and one ice cream a 
day. Part of the canteen is equipped as a beer 
garden and has its own radio. The “ recreations " 
include archestras, theatricals, films, athletics, 
libraries, camp publications, painting, sculpture, 
and handicrafts. Books and newspapers and perio- 
dicals come to the camps via three organised 
sources. ... Everything can get in save modern 
political writings and works of fiction by a dis- 
tinctly Nazi or anti-Nazi author. All camps pub- 
lish their own papers. There is no limit to the 
number of radios allowed. Films are shown daily. 
War pictures or newsreels are cut out. As many 
older German films as possible are procured. 


Hitler's Pictures on Show 
Facilities are provided in the camps, the article 


adds, for education, religious practice, and visits 
by relatives. Pictures of Hitler are permitted, and 


they are to be found everywhere in the barracks. ° 


jerhard Seger, a former Social Democrat who 
escaped from the Oranienburg concentration camp, 
estimates, according to the article, that 25 per cent 
of the prisoners are fanatical Nazis, 60 per ccrt 
“in between,”’ and 15 per cent anti-Nazi.. In some 
camps cases of terrorisation of anti-Nazis by -Nazis 
have -been known, but the policy of the Army 
authorities is to Keep the irreconcilables apart. 

Afier telling how the efforts of various voluntary 
groups to educate the prisoners towards political 
democracy had’ been turned down by the Depart- 
ment of War, Mr. Smith concludes his article by 
saying: 

“No one can attempt to visualise the life in 


these 200 camps of German prisoners tn the U.S.A. . 


without realising what a topsy-turvy world we live 
in. These prisoners of the guilty war-making nation 
have, in fact,.a better life than the vasi majority 
of the so-called ‘free’ peoples of Europe. The 
mere picture is enough to inflame, with a wiid 
anger, miilions of suffering Europeans, who casily 
overlook the higher standards of life achieved in 
the U.S.A: It presents an element of sardonic 
mockery. Perhaps someone will come along and 
tell us what similar. camps look like in Canada 
and in Great Britain, so that we can get our bear- 
ings. As things are, we look like sending, in duc 
course, a lot of spoiled. and corrupted adolescents 
back to Gemany, especially Nazi officers and 
higher army Nazi ratings.” 


JEWS FREED FROM TEREZIN 


The first batch of Jewish internees to be released 
from the Terezin (Theresienstadt) concentration 
camp Czechoslovakia recently arrived in 
Switzerland, states the Executive of the Agudat 
Israel World Organisation in London. 

The contingent consisted of 1,200 adults and 
children. Negotiations for their release were con- 
ducted with the approval of the Swiss Government

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CRIMEA 


THE Declaration issued by the Crimea Conference may 
fairly be described as one of the most, if not the most, 
momentous ever to have come from a conclave of states- 
men. As an attempt to lay the foundations for re-ordering 
the affairs of Europe and setting it upon the road to free- 
dom and security, it carries with it the hopes of all mankind 
outside the territories of enemy States; and it is safe to 
prophesy that the descendants of our present enemies, 
received back into the family of free and progressive 
peoples, will come to see in it something very different 
from the unqualified disaster that the Nazi propagandist 
brain-druggers are dinning into the ears of their beaten 
and disappointed dupes to-day. - 


Perhaps the most striking and important feature of the 


announcement is to be found in the unwavering consistency 
of Allied purpose that it evidences. On all such vital 
questions as the destruction of Nazism and Fascism, the 
punishment of war criminals, the aspirations contained 
in. the Atlantic Charter, there comes from it no faltering 
note, but only the ringing confirmation of war aims. This, 
in itself, is evidence of the unity that has been preserved 
among the three leading Allies in the teeth of recurring 
obstacles and cunning enemy propaganda, a unity which has 
been exemplified and enhanced by the Black Sea delibera- 
tions-—witness the agreement reached on the voting problem 
of the proposed international organisation for peace; the 
harmony of views obtained as to the future of Poland; 
and the afrangement by which liberated Europe will, 
during its period of instability, become the concern of the 
united “big three” and not of any single one of them. 
This unity of purpose is the. greatest, and certainly the 
governing, guarantee that the Allied new order will work. 
That its sheer indispensability was clearly grasped by the 
Conference is made manifest by the wording of the joint 
Declaration. 

The Allied chiefs declare it to be just that Germany 
should make reparations in kind “to the greatest extent 
possible ™ for the damage done to the Allied peoples. It 
is to be presumed that the Jewish section of the German and 
Austrian populations will receive their due share, lt should be 
clearly understood ‘that the selection by the German Govern- 
ment as far back as 1933 of the Jewish people as an object of, 
flagrant and proclaimed aggression entitles those German 
and Austrian Jews who suffered from HITLer’s bandit atten- 
trons to equal consideration for compensation as is to. be 
extended to the citizens of countries which his hordes sub- 
sequently overran. As for compensation for despoiled 
Jews in the liberated, or the former Axis satellite, lands, on 
that matter there is the undertaking of the major Allics 
to assist these countries “to solve by democratic means 
their pressing political and economic problems.” Such 
problems, it is obvious, will not travel far to. solution if 
discrimination is exercised against the Jewish communities 
in the matter of the restoration of their rightful property. 

Speaking in Parliament before the Crimea Conference 

ended, on the subject of the swarming human masses dis- 
placed or rendered stateless by the Nazi upheaval, Lord 
lEMLEWOOD urged that what was needed was that the three 
great Allied leaders should take cognisance of the urgency of 
this question, that they should announce a common policy, 
and that they should give a directive to the organisations 
concerned. Nothing, however, was said specifically on this 
matter in the statement of the Crimea Conference, although 
the help promised to the liberated peoples in terms quoted 
above would certainly cover joint directive action of this 
kind should it be decided upon. Of the urgency, the 
magnitude, the complexity, and the grave possibilities 
entailed by delay, there cannot be the slightest doubt, 
_ Lorp REaApING, who initiated the Peers’ debate on this sub- 
ject, said that according to an official Allied estimate the 
number of those involved run to something between 20 
and 30 million persons in German and German-occupied 
countries of Europe. This vast human aggregation had 
lo be identified, collected, sorted, fed, clothed, and ultim- 
ately transported back to their homes, or what is left of 
them: for, as Lord READING said, it is only too likely that 
#n many cases there will be nothing and nobody to welcome 
and cherish them on their arrival, that they will have to 
depend upon such relief as ean be afforded them in food. 
shelter, and clothing, until the gradual and painful process 
of their rehabilitation can begin. If, as his Lordship urged, 
the great repatriation is not systematically controlled along 
carelully prepared lines, the roads of Europe will be strewn 
with millions of desperate, exhausted, sick, and starving 
people, and the hideous anarchy of the end of the Thirty 
Years War will be re-enacted on an incomparably greater 
scale before our own eyes. Here, to be sure, is a truly 
gigantic problem upon which a word of reassurance could 
not unfairly have been expected from the statesmen in the 
Crimea. 

Unrra, which was set up to deal with this terrible menace, 
seems to the outside observer to.stand appalled and more 
or less impotent in face of it, for all the world like a man 
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commanded to lift the Pyramids with one hand. Its com- 
parative inactivity may be due to its limited powers—it 
cannot come into a country unless invited to do so by 
the Governntent concerned—or the lukewarmness or sus- 
picion of this or that Government may be to blame, or 
possibly the fact that the situation with which it has to 
deal has not yet emerged in sufficiently clear outline. Lord 
CRANBORNE, replying in the debate for the Government, 
pleaded that an immense amount of devoted work was, in 
fact, going on—and this we know to be true—but argued 
that it was no use raising false hopes that there was an 
easy way out. And he went on to offer the cold comfort 
that however this refugee problem were tackled it would 
be with us for many years to come. If this be so, one Is 
compelled to ask what in the meantime is to become of 
Hirier’s Jewish victims. The Government spokesman 


argued that while, naturally, “ no one would deny that the 


miseries of this war and of the years leading up to it had 
borne more hardly upon people of the Jewish race than 
upon others, it would be wrong to think we can deal 
with Jews as a quite distinct body of persons from their 
fellow-citizens who have been deported or displaced.” 
With the fullest appreciation of Lord CRANBORNE’S sym- 
pathy and sincere anxiety to do justice to the problem, we 
most emphatically challenge this argument of his. Seeing 
that Jews had been more victimised than the others and 
actually singled out, as pointed out above, as a people 
for destruction; seeing that they provide the vast majority 
of the stateless; seeing that for the Jews of Germany and 


Austria the intense anti-Semitic infection of that area’ 


renders it hopeless as'a locality for “repatriation” and that 
for the Jews of liberated Europe the spread of anti-Semitism 
has rendered their former homes only a little less affected in 
this way: and finally, seeing that for the Jews a way of settle- 
ment lies ready, easier far than that which can be found 
for many others of the displaced—for all these reasons, 


surely it is flying in the face of reason to refuse to take - 


cognisance of the facts and to reject the advantages to be 
had from them merely to bolster up an academic thesis. 

These Jews have, what those others of HITLeR’s. victims 
have nof—a haven hungry to receive them and to care for 
them, a young, Vigorous, and resourceful population 
waiting eagerly to welcome them and equipped with years 
of experience in vast and brilliantly successful immigra- 
tion and resettlement work. At the same time the Govern- 
ment should constantly bear in mind that while others 
have a country of origin to return to, the Jews of Germany, 
and some of the satellite countries, have in this respect 
only a step-motherland soaked through and through in 
anti-Semitism, It needs only a little imagination -to realise 
how, in the inevitable economic conditions, the returning 
Jews would be likely to be. received in such places. 
To send them to their own promised land, on the other 
hand, would relieve Unrra and the various Governments 
of a.small but exceptionally difficult portion of their 
unhappy clientele and to that degree would ease the 
position vis-d-vis the less tractable parts of their problem. 

It is by now quite clear that any cold-shouldering of 
Palestine in this and menacing problem can only 
spring from the old fear of shadowy political complica- 
tions, above all, fear of “ Near Eastern difficulties,” the 
old bogy of Arab hostility so brazenly manufactured by 
interested parties as a lever to help them in their sinister 
aims, Against the immensity of the present grim emer 
gency, its frightful possible toll of human life, the dangers 
to peace presented by hordes of wrathful, hopeless, ground. 
down masses of men and their dependents—set against 
these considerations the selfish mutterings, the idle threats, 
the fuming and squabbling, of an insignificant number of 
Arab politicians whose sole contribution to progress is to 


sow discontent in the hearts of the ignorant Arabs of: 


Palestine, and to make them dislike the idea of living next 
door to a Jew, should count for nothing at all. Let us 
have some sense of proportion, s6me modicum of realistic 
statesmanship, in this matter. And where are we to look 
for these things if not to the great Allied leaders, each of 
whose countries, and nat one alone, has a tremendous stake 
in the clearing up of an old sore? The solution of the 
Palestine question by a firm-.and just carrying through of 
the Jewish National rehabilitation in that land, by allowing 
Palestine, as it alone can, to solve the problem of the dis- 
placed Jews of Europe, is a task well within the resources 
of resolution and goodwill of this great world leadership. 


It is, indeed, a laurel for their combined statesmanship 


which awaits but the plucking. 


NEW METHOD 


Wen addressing at Cambridge last week the students of 
the London School of Economics on the subject ‘of anti- 
Semitism, Lord Nathan refrained from the customary formal 
address. and instead invited Questions from his youthful 
audience, after an exploratory introduction to “set the ball 
rolling.” This was an interesting departure from the stereo- 
typed procedure which has many merits. Some non-Jews, 
possessed of lurking doubts and misconceptions, may, in 
ordinary circumstances, shrink from expressing them from fear 
of being identified with the anti-Jewish cult, These individuals 
may well shed this hesitation in the friendly atmosphere of :a 
mutually frank and honest search for enlightenment by means 
of question and answer, and this, assuredly, must be all to 
the general god. The revelation provided by one of the partici- 
pants of a serious confusion concerning the Zionist. thesis, 
though astonishing to those who have had the opportunity to 
study this question, is, there is reason to believe, far more 
common than Jews and Zionists in particular imagine. It is 
such discoveries which are among the most valuable results of 
Lord Wathan’s method, bringing to light as they do dark 
corners which have been innocently overlooked but which may 
breed potent dangers. oe 


ARABS TRY AN OLD GAME 


AccorpING to reliable information which has reached our 
Jerusalem correspondent concerning the Arab Conference now 
in session, it would appear that the Arab ‘States, distracted 
by their own chaotic rivalries and enmities, intend to fasten 


- on Palestine as the only safe and popular grievance capable 


would open to these helpless victims of Hitlerism. 


of uniting thém at all. One proposal suggests the formation 
of an Arab financial pool. Out of the subscriptions to this 
pool propaganda offices are to be opened in London and 
Washington, to conduct a campaign for the stoppage of Jewish 
immigration and the establishment of Palestine as an Arab 
State. It is the sorry shabby old trick, of course, of turning 
on the Jews as a way out of political difficulties, a trick and 
a lesson borrowed from the miscreant gang of Berlin who have 
used it to devastating purpose, and who, now cornered by the 
Allies, are keeping up the game by proclaiming, with apparently 
unconscious humour, that the Jews are out to exterminate the 
“Aryans.” It is not, of course, a manifestation of Arab 
strength, as such Pickwickian “fat boys” as General Sir 
Edward Spears, M.P., would doubtless pretend, but of Arab 
weakness and of their utter political bankruptcy. Having 
nothing in the way of constructive capacity, and having left 
to Jews the rescue of Palestine from its state of unrelieved 
desolation, the Arabs propose to march into that country over 
the bodies of the Jewish pioneers and builders and grab it as 
their own. This latest phase of Arab policy amounts to this: 
when at sixes and’ sevens, play the anti-Jewish game, the trick 
that never fails. Whether it will succeed this time remains 
to be seen. An informed British public opinion may stil] ask 
whether the Arabs would not be better employed in the allevia- 
tion of the squalor, the injustice, the backwardness, and the 
exploitation of their own peoples—strikingly confirmed by one 
of their own writers quoted on page 8 in this issue—than in 
hypocritically parading as a grievance the fact that they have 
not the authority to send Palestine back to the stagnation it was 
sunk in before the Jews came to heal the terrible wound of our 


land with the only thing that could bring it back to health, the - 


love which only its Jewish children can bestow upon it. 


NO TIME FOR QUARRELLING 

Whether the hollowness of these Arabs’ policy and the scare 
tales and misrepresentations of their Major General Sounding 
board in this country be successful in impressing British 
opinion or not, these reckless and ruthless efforts should remind 
Zionists, especially in this country. that they are going to havc 
a tough fight ahead. Our case in justice and reason is uncha!- 
lengeable but we dare not, in an imperfect world, imagine tha! 
those qualities will fight it for us without the exertions of our 
own right arms. We shall need every ounceof ourstrength, ever, 
ounce of righteous influence that we can possibly secure fo: 
our righteous cause. This is no time for staging mock fights 
between Zionist and Zionist, and between Jew and Jew. We 
lost Palestine that way before. If we are not careful we may 
lose. the chance of getting it back by the same ope It is a 
screaming tragedy that Zionists in this counffy should be 
dominated to the extent they are by the centrifugal, extrusive 
influences of the self-righteous and the smug, whose dearest 


triumph is to detect an enemy and* most striking ability te 


make one. 


WORLD TRADE UNION MOVEMENT 

Meanwhile, it is pertinent to draw attention to the following 
facts.. At the World Trade Union Conference, the great Jewish 
Labour organisation in Palestine, Histadrut, with its more than 
140,000 members, was allowed two delegates and two observers, 
while the anti-Zionist section of the Palestine Arab Labou: 
movement, with, on its own admission, a mere 15,000 adherents, 
was permitted the same number of observers and. one 
delegate. The Palestine Labour League, on the other 
hand, an Arab body which co-operates with the Histadrut, was 
given one observer and no delegates at all. According to one 
local paper this disproportionate system of representation was 
due to the intervention: of the Labour Depariment of the 
Palestine Government wih the Presidium of the T.U.C., who 
called the Conference. If. so, it has perpetrated an act of 
unfairness calculated only to swell the Wrong kind of Arab 
heads still further and to belittle the status of the Yishuv. 
Surely, at the stage which the war has now reached, the 
necessity for stodgily persevering with the feeble policy of 
Arab appeasement has gone? Incidentally, if this is the sort 
of influence which stood behind this trade union assembly, its 
representative aguality can scarcely be as high as it would have 
us believe. 


REFUGEES’ PLIGHT 


ATTENTION. was directed last week by a correspondent to the 
cases of a number of Jewish repatriates from Nazi Europe 
who, after arrival here, had broken down mentally as a result 
of their ‘sufferings on the Continent and had to be confined 
to mental hospitals. These sufferers, amongst whom were 4 
number of British Jews who had lived in Germany and to 
whom must be added, as Mrs. Cecil Roth now states in a letter 
in this issue, a number of repatriated refugee ex-Servicemen 
who were prisoners of war, are many of them now “fit for 
discharge,” and in a condition to earn their own living. Bu! 
as they are mostly without relatives to care for them, and as 
several hostels which could have accommodated them hase 
had to close down, they are forced to remain among those 
mentally afflicted and, in that way, to risk serious relapse. 
Our correspondent last week—a former mental welfare worker 
——appealed to our readers to receive some of these “lonely 
people” in their homes and adapt them gradually to a norma! 
life. Compliance with this suggestion would, indeed, be * 
real Mitzvah and a constructive, humanly constructive, act o! 
the highest merit. But some sort.of organised effort is 2!s0 
called for. If a group of merciful Jews and Jewesses wou!d 
apply their energies to the task, in the various communities 
up and down the country, is it not possible and even like);

that an attack on the Jewish Agency, the only bod 
in the world legally entitled to speak for Jewis 
interests, was an at nsel ve 
assuming the attacks by the Revisiontsts 
justified, their policy was the height of ony. and 
a grave danger. If the Jewish people had followed 
the Revisionist policy of not contributing to the 
National Fund, not even the 600,000 Jews in the 
Yisbuvy would have been saved from massacre. 
Similar was their policy in regard to the Jewish 
Brigade, when they called on their members not 
to join the Forces at all if there was no Jewish 
Army. 

Mr. Janner went on to stress the need of estab- 
lishing a Jewish State in Palestine now. 


BACHAD FARM APPEAL

“ MAJORITY OF JEWS ARE 
MIZRACHISTS ” 


Glasgow Communal Rabbi’s Conviction 


A clarion call to Jews to join the Mizrachi move- 
ment was given by Rabbi Kopul Rosen, Communal 
Rabbi, when he gave his presidential address to 
the Glasgow branch at a meeting in the Jewish 
Institute last week. 

He was convinced, he declared, that the over- 
whelming majority of Jews were Mizrachists, and 
if they were not members of the Mizrachi move- 
ment it was because they had not been given a clear 
picture of the true situation, or they had not given 
sufficient consideration to the question. He be- 
lieved that Glasgow could become a strong centre 
of the movement. ‘oe 

Rabbi Rosen voictd objection to the attitude 
adopted by the U.P.A. executive towards the Miz- 
rachi in regard to the amount allocated to them 
and to the Mizrachi representation on the execu- 
tive. The Mizrachi had been treated. with con- 
tempt because they were weak. If the movement 
had been strong in Britain, they would have got 
a bigger allocation and a larger representation. 
However, they would continue to give their un- 
divided support to the U-P.A. | 

Thirty new members were enrolled at the meet- 
ing, bringing Glasgow's total to 160. Mr. E. 

presided, and Mr. L. Daets, J.P., moved 
a vote of thanks to Rabbi Rosen. 


During his recent yisit to. Glasgow, Dr. Nathan 
Morris, Education Officer of the J.E.C., in addition 
to nddressing a public meeting and a joint mecting 
of the Jewish Board of Education and the Repre- 
sentative Council, spoke at a reception for Jewish 
Senior Secondary School pupils: gave a lecture to 
the Adult Jewish History Ciass; and a lecture to 
local Jewish teachers on “ The Babylonian Capti- 
vity ” (in which. he regretted that so little attention

LEEDS VICAR ON CHRISTIAN- 
JEWISH AMITY 


The Role of the Boys’ Clubs 


In pursuance of a policy endorsed by the Leeds 
Council of Boys’ Clubs, the Vicar of Leeds, the 
Rev. A. S. Reeve, addressed a meeting of club 
leaders and members of executive committees of the 
clubs at the Leeds Central. Y.M.C.A.. recently. 
and spoke on “ Christian and Jew Side by Side.” 
Mr. J. E. Hibbert, Chairman of the Leeds Centra! 
Y.M.C.A., presided. 

Mr, Reeve exposed many fallacies about Jews 
and warned his audience that unless a determined 
effort were made to understand the Jew and alter 
the prevalent attitude towards him the seeds of a 
future war may well be sown. He described how 
Hitler Wad used the Jews as a political weapon in 
his fight for power and stated that one of the 
main problems of the post-war period would be 
the reconversion of German youth. The speaker 
praised the high standard of Jewish domestic life. 

An ideal method of propagating friendship and 
understanding between Jew and non-Jew, he said, 
was by inter-association between young people of 
both sexes. 

The Chairman declared that the Leeds Council! 
of Boys’ Clubs was prepared to use its best 
endeavours to familiarise the boys of the clubs with 
explanations of Jewish life. and to foster a better 
feeling between both fanhs. “In order to justify 
itself,” he said, the Council must pursise a policy 
of positive and practical value and in this connec- 
tron the Judean Club was the ideal instrument to 
use. In the Boys’ Club movement of the city the 
Judean Club held a particularly important place 
and much had been done by the Judean Club 
to demonstrate the policy he had in mind.” 


HOME FOR AGED JEWS 


» Presiding at a management council meeting of 
the Leeds Home for Aged Jews and Home of Rest, 
Mr. Maurice Myers announced that £3,000-.had 
been reached by the recent annual dance and part 
of this would go to form a nucleus for a larger 
and more modern building. 

Mrs. B. Waldenberg, Chairman of the House 
Committee, said that bed linen and household 
linens were now urgently required and she appealed* 
for help for these articles, Few people realised the 
amount of linen required for their 48 inmates, 16 
of whom were bedridden. 

The Chairman reported that beds were being 
endowed by the Hull and Sheffield communities 
which were to be consecrated at a later date: and 
that a legacy had been received from the late Mrs. 
Eva Stern, of Blackpool. 


PROFESSOR BRODETSKY IN

Professor Brodetsky spent last week-end in 
Nottingham.

In the afternoon, the Professor addressed an 
enthusiastic ‘public meeting on the need to-day for 
a Jewish State in Palestine. In 1931, he said, the 
Zionist Congress had decided, -rightly, in his 
opinion, not to press for a Jewish State: but in 
the altered circumstances of our times, nothing but 
a Jewish State could contribute anything substantial 
to the solution of the problems of Jewry. If large- 
scale immigration into Palestine were ever to be 
resumed, Jewish officials, responsible to the Jewish 
community, would have to control it: the Struma 
affair had proved that once and for all. To those 
who disagreed with the policy of a Jewish State, 
he would say: Show us. an alternative policy which 
will work and achieve what has to be achieveg— 
the saving of what remains of European Jewry: 
and until you can show such a policy, don’t hinder 
Zionist efforts to establish a Jewish Siate.

Lord Nathan’s Cambridge “Consultation” 

With the object of encouraging free and frank 

i ion between Jews and non-Jews of the 
reasons for anti-Semitism, Lord Nathan gave a 
talk last week to the Students’ Union of the 
London School of Economics at Trinity College, 
Cambridee, entitled “ Why Anti-Semitism? ” 

What wanicd, ‘said t ker, was to have 
a consultation, rather than give an address, and 
he proceeded to put a number of suggestions to the 
audience: Was anti-Semitism due to the Jews being 
“ different " (and what were the differences); was 
it due to religion, or to Zionism (giving the im- 
pression that Jews had a divided loyaliy); or to 
credence in fantastic notions about Jewish control 
of finance or the press, and the “ International 
Jew bogy?. 

The majority of those who took part in the dis- 
cussion were Jews and among the reasons they 
gave for anti-Semitism was: it was inevitable in a 
capitalistic society. Zionism and Marxism were 
two of the solutions they suggesied. 

One non-Jewish speaker considered  aniti- 
Semitism was due to a Gentile inferiority complex. 
Another thought the remedy was a Jewish State in 
Palestine or some other country, where all the 
Jews could and have their own State. and 
armed Forces. A third made the point that the 
freedom and friendliness of their discussion that 
day proved that as far as the L.S.E. was concerned 
there was no such thing as anti-Semitism.

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nity throughout the country. But they felt it desir- 
able to start in a small way, and if successful in 
London and the surrounding districts, then the 
scheme of co-ordination could be extended to 
embrace provincial centres. They had in mind the 
provision of ‘accommodation better than. that 
which had hitheiio existed. It should be feasible 
within a community such as theirs to have accom- 
modation for all types, and for an_ essential” 
clearing-house to sift applications. 

Mr. Schildkraut also stressed that the homes 
should not be large institutions with a depressing 
atmosphere. 

Mr. Cecil Kahn (Chairman and President of the 
Jewish Home of Rest) said that they had dis- 
cussed this matter at their last. meeting, where 
they passed preliminary plans for the rebuilding of 
the Jewish Home of Rest and increasing the total 
number of beds available to 76. That increase 
meant that they would have an increased expendi- 
ture of between £4,000 and £5,000 a year. They 
would also be subject to the very difficult problem 
of nursing, in which connection he said he had 
received a circular stating that nurses were not to 
be released immediately after hostilities had ended. 
Although, he said, they would be willing to co- 
operate, they would have to have the right to admit 
patients direct, after they made application to them 
and not necessarily through the Central Commitice 
which it was proposed to set up. This Committee 
would be extremely useful when they were dealing 
with what they called their infirmary patients. 

Dr. Geffen (Visitation Committee) said that their 
realisation of the need for provision for homes 
for the aged, the aged infirm, and the aged sick 
arose from their knowledge of the experience of 
Ministers and laymen visiting all the ‘institutions 
in the metropolis. It became very obvious to them 
that there were very many Jews in non-Jewish sur- 
roundings who, although they were receiving all 
the comforts which an institution could provide 
for them, were not receiving anything which a 
Jewish community should provide for.them. 


Concern Over Finance 


Mr. S. Heiser (Home for Aged Jews) was con- 
cerned with the implications of the financial side 
and also the question of reconstruction. 

Mr. A. E. Magen (Federation. of Synagogues) 
promised that the Federation would help in every 
possible way to get this scheme going. 

Mr. J. Wright (Order Achei Brith) thought they 
@urst first have the funds and publicise the neces- 
sity for the homes among the Jewish community. 

Mr. H. M. Harris Jewish Blind Society) thought 
that co-ordination as. regards the collecting 
of money was a mistake.’

Mr. Lawrence Kostoris said‘ that their present- 
day problems in Manchester as regards the aged 
and infirm were well under control. By and 
large, their problems (in Manchester) ran on 
similar lines. to those discussed at that meeting. 
But in planning for the next 30 or 40 years—and 
that was not a long time in the life of the com- 
munity—one must take serious notice of changing 
trends in the life of the community, and it was 
because of their factual experience of changing 
conditions that they had taken definife action in 
connection: with what had become known as 
“ Regional Planning.” 


Three Most Important Aspects 


Miss Miriam Moses, J.P., opened the discus- 
sion when the second part of the conference 
began. 

She impressed on the Committee which would 

formed that the three most important aspects of 
the welfare of the aged which they should always 
have at the back of their minds—and the first two 
would considerably help them in tackling the 
problem of the homes—were (1) getting home 
helps, which was a problem for. the Jewish com- 
munity as a whole; (2) getting welfare workers, 
whom they were more likely to get, but they must 
be of the right sort, with sympathy and under- 
standing; and (3) clubs. 

She hoped that in planning the future homes 
for the aged they would have in front of them 
the right sort of hostel, where every man and 
woman would have the opportunity of living ir 
lives as ordinary citizens, with communal diefiig- 
rooms, and where they would take part in the 
running of the home. 

_Mr. Kenneth Lazarus (Jewish Aged penny Pen- 
sion Society) veferred to the position of the old 
man and woman who had come down in_ the 
world and whose closing years were clouded by 
want, The very last thing they wanted to do was 
to give up having a home of some sort or to go 
into an institution or a_ hostel. 

The following resolutions were unanimously 
carried: 

“ That this conference of London organisations concerned 
with the welfare of the aged agrees (a) that the present 
accommodation tor aged in existing homes is inadequate; (b) 
that the existing agencies for the aged should co-ordinate 
thew efforts in order to solve this problem, the special 
difficulties in connection with infirm aged, and the lack of 
reneral welfare work for the aged: (c) that with these ends 
In view a committee should be established to formulate pro- 
Posals for consideration by the institutions concerned, con- 
sisting of two representatives of each of the following 
Organisations, and that such commitice should have the 
Power to co-opt: Home for Aged Jews, Jewish Home of 
Rest. Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables, Jewish Board 
©! Guardians.”’ 

That this conference’ welcomes the offer of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians to take steps to convene the first mecting 
of the Co-ordinating Committee and to place its offices and 
maff at the committce’s disposal as a temporary measure.” 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE ALTAR 


CCORDING to Rabbinic interpretation, the 
Tabernacle and its furniture served the purpose 
of an object lesson to impress upon the hearts 

of the Israelites certain religious teachings. In their 
state of immature development, they were incapable 
of grasping abstract thoughts and therefore required 
the aid of concrete symbols. Despiie the long pas- 
sage of time and intellectual advancement, even 
nowadays men still have recourse to symbolism for 
the inculcation of an idea. The use of a flag to pro- 
mote the spirit of nationalism is an illustration of 
world-wide practice. 

The people of Israel, in the primitive stage of 
national life, could not dispense with objects they 
were able to see as reminders of religious and moral 
principles, The fringe wpon the corners of the 
garment. for instance, had that purpose: “ That ye 
may look upon it, and remember all the command- 
ments of the Lord, and do them.” In that light 
the teachers of Israel explained the appurtenances 
of the Tabernacle, and their explanation of the altar 
is a good example of their method of interpreta- 
tion. The Hebrew term for “ altar ” is mizbeach, 
and using cach letter as the initial of a word, they 
read into this prominent feature of the Sanctuary a 
four-fold lesson. 

The first letter, mem, indicated miechilah, “ for- 
giveness.”’ The service of the.altar was the means 
whereby the individual could seek and obtain recon- 
ciliation with God, from Whom he had become 
estranged through sin. . It is incorrect to assert that 
the Israelite was taught that the act of bringing a 
sacrifice to the altar automatically secured expiation 
for him. He had to confess his wrong as an expres- 
sion Of repentance and make reparation for the 
wrong he had done. Only then could he hope for 
atonement by means of his sin-offering. Accord- 
ingly the altar was foremost a means to remove 
the barrier which, stood between a sinner and God. 
It brought purification to the defiled soul and 
tranquillity to the troubled conscience. 


UCH an aim is never superfluous, and a weakness 
of modern religion is its hesitation to dwell 
upon human sinfulness as forcefully as was done in 
former ages. The Bible and Hebrew Prayer Book, 
as well as Rabbinic literature, placed the subject 
of sin and repentance in the forefront: the same is 
true of other religious denominations. To-day, how- 
ever, it has receded into the background, Especially 
now, when men are being taught that it is harmful 
to place a check upon their desires and the idea of 
sin is scoffed at, the necessity to stress its reality 
has become.urgent. Consequenily, as the first lesson 
of the altar related to transgression and forgiveness, 
$O must religion again restore them to a primary 
place im its doctrine. 

The second letter of mizbeach stood for zechut, 
“ merit.”’ In the last chapter of Pirke Abot, Rabbi 
Jose the son of Kisma taught: “In the hour of 
man’s departure from the world, neither silver nor 
gold nor precious stones accompany him, but only 
Torah and good deeds.” They who believe in a 
future life, that death does not mean the final end 
of human eXistence, certainly endorse that. doctrine. 
Everybody knows that what passes for wealth upon 
earth loses its value for its owner when life is over. 
Judaism, however, inculcates the thought that there 
is a form of wealth which outlasis one’s term of 
existence. The Hebrew word for this kind of riches 
is Zechut, and according to the Rabbis its importance 
was stressed by the altar with its offerings. Sacrifice 
was the medium for the expression of some of the 
noblest aspects of human nature. Gratitude, humi- 
lity, and contrition found an outlet upon the altar. 
They began there but did not end there. The Israclite 
was taught the ideal of finding favour with God— 
first in the Sanctuary, and then in that larger Temple, 
the world, Kindness, philanthropy, sympathy, right 
living were also offerings to God from which accrued 
the “merit” that accompanied man into the 
hereafter. 

HE third letter indicated berachah, “ blessing.” 

Upon the altar were laid offerings on behalf of 
the entire community. It thereby became a unifying 
force which linked the separate tribes into one nation 
and created the blessing of solidariiy. That is the 
ideal of religion, always preached in theory ‘but 
rarely translated into. practice. Too often religion 
has: been, and still is, the reverse, causing divisions 
in the body of mankind. Throughout history men 
have tortured and slaughtered their fellow-men for 
the love ef God. If religion is to become the blessing 
it should and can be, it must be like the altar—a 
centre where, despite theological disagreements, men 
may meet in a united service of God. What the 
various creeds have in common is, for the practical 
problems of life, greater than what separates them. 
A uniform faith for all men is an impossibility : alle- 
giance to the universal Father ought to lead to a 
brotherhood of man. 

Lastly, the altar symbolised chayyim, “ life,”” in 
its highest and noblest interpretation. ‘* With Thee 
is the source of life,’ declared Scripture; it derives 
from God and is consequently sacred. Were men to 
treat life as something holy, they would have the 
finest incentive to remove those evils which defile 
the Temple of the world. Wars and persecution 
could never be tolerated in a human society which 
regarded life in this light. Each person would be 
treated as a creature of God, and therefore entitled 
to be held in dignity. “ Man’s inhumanity to man ” 
would cease to embitter and darken existence as soon 
as the Biblical doctrine of life was adopted. 

What a wealth of meaning the teachers of Israel 
discovered in the symbolism of the altar! They 
saw in it far more than a ritualistic object and part 
of a ceremonial cult, .It held for them the most 
beautiful lessons of practical moment which man 
ignores to the peril of his true happiness. Those 
lessons have to be heeded in any serious attempt (o 
bring into being a better order of society.’ The altar 
has gone; the ideas associated with it live on as an 
inspiration to mankind.

Semites. Some home truths were told them. This 
so infuriated the Nazis that they devoted a special 
broadcast to “ the Jew broadcasting from London.

CONFERENCE 


The Beveridge Scheme and 
Approved Societies 


“ We must be ready to resume activities on the 
most intensive scale and on the most modern basis 
almost immediately after the cessation of hostili- 
ties,” said Bro. J. Heller, the Grand President of 
the Grand Order Sons of Jacob, when he presided 
last week at the Order’s annual Grand Lodge Con- 
srenee, bate at the Head Office, 277, Whitechape! 
Road, E.1. 

Their membership for the September quarter, 
1939, he said, had 3,865 males, 213 females, 
48 juniors. Their membership up to December 31, 
1944, was reduced to 2,418 males, 108 females, 3 
juniors, and 350 members in the Forces. That 
represented a very considerable loss, and it must 
be their first duty to try to recover the war losses 
at least. 

Referring to the possible effecis of the Beveridge 

, the speaker said that the position if and 
when that scheme came in and if the Government 
adhered to its decision not to utilise the services 
of approved societies must be sternly faced by 


them. Meanwhile, they noted that mainly as a 
result of the very powerlul activities of the Nationa! 
Conference of Friendly Societies, House of 


Commons was being better informed about the 
real function of Friendly Socicties and Approved 
Societies and what an important part they played 
in the life of the community. 
Their own view was, added the Grand President, 
that while they must do their best in the interests 
of the members to try to persuade the Government 
to realise that theré was a great part for the 
Friendly and Approved Societies to play in the 
adminisiration of the Beveridge proposals, never- 
theless they should be prepared to reorganise so 
as to attune themselves to the new position. 
During this financial year, the Order made grants 
to the Jewish National Fund of £200 towards the 
King Christian of Denmark Forest. In respect of 
the fund in aid of Soviet Russia, they had paid 
over £100, and there was still £33 in hand. Their 
contribution towards the Defence Fund of the Board 
of Deputies was roughly £130 a year. Every 
mee gg of the Order had associated itself with this 
fund, 


Proposed Amalgamation of Orders 

In a report on the activities of the Association 
of Jewish Friendly Societies, the speaker said the 
Association had proceeded with its investigation 
of the question of the desirability of the amalgama- 
tion of all Jewish Orders. A meeting of the 
Grand Secretaries of the principal Orders was heid 
in order to investigate technical aspects of this 
question, and in accordance with their advice it 
was decided to invite the Orders concerned to agree 
to consider the possibility of amalgamation of the 
death benefits alone. 

But the Order Achei Brith refused to participate, 
and the Executive Council of the Order Sons of 
Jacob accordingly reconsidered the whole position. 

Mr, A. P, Michaelis, on behalf of the Jewish 
National Fund, presenied to the Grand President 
a certificate for a grove of 1,000 trees in the King 
Christian of Denmark Forest, subscribed for by 
the Order in memory of the brethren who had 
made the supreme sacrifice in the war... 

Bro. A. Wolffe, Grand Vice-President, presented 
the financial statement for the year ended June 30, 


1944, and Bro, L. Shorts, Past Grand President 
and Grand Trustee, moved its adoption. 
Bro. W. Soester, Grand Auditor, called attention 


to the deficiency in the Management Eund. It 
had risen from £690 a few years ago to £1,700. He 
thought that they would have to impose a levy 
of 13s. per annum per member. The Benefit Fund 
also needed strengthening, he said. 

The report and the financial statement 
adopted. 

A resolution from Lodge No. 66 was adopted, 
after amendment, as follows: “ That at the annual 
conference following the cessation of hostilities in 
Europe, a general election’ of the officers of the 
Order. shall take place.”

Captain S. R. Jacobs, Joint Hon. Secretary. of 
the Jewish Hospitality Committee, has forwarded 
to us these letters from Jewish’ Servicemen in 
S.E.A.C., extracts from which we give below: 

From Pte. S. Spillman: 


This afternoon I had the great pleasure of attending a 
service held by the Rev. M.-A. Jaffe. of Manchéster. so I 
thought I would write to you thanking you for the amenities. 
which we are very grateful for. We were very picased that 
somcone has taken an.interest in the S.E.A.C. As you know. 
we have been classed as the ** Forgotten Army.”’ 

For nearly threc years we hadn't scen or heard anythiog 
of a Jewish Chaplain. To be quite frank. Tf myself was very 
disappointed with the Jewish authorities. We held services 
aS Often as possible and all we had was two Prayct-Books, 
which one of the chaps and myself brought out with us from 
England. 

Believe me, when I was told that a Jewish Chaplain was 
gOing tO visit ws, were we eglad-to sce him! Our faces lit 
up with joy, and belicve me Mr. Jaffe deserves every praise. 

[he service which we had this afternoon was held in mid- 
Burma. I think it has been the best I have ever had the 
Pleasure of attending. 

This letter might sound full of moans, but may I wish you 
and your Committee all the luck, and may I say thanks for 
ail that you are doing and about to do. . 


From Sigmn. A. Specterman: 

[ have just\ been visited by one of our Reverends in the 
Operational Arca. He was the first I have seen for nearly 
two years, and his talk and ready wit was a welcome which 
l have looked forward to from one of our own Chaplains for 
years. He also gave us gifts from your Society, imcluding a 
“ Book of Jewish Thoughts,”’ a calendar, and something 
which was greatly appreciated by myself and my two friends, 
as they were scarce at the moment, cigarettes. He also gave 
us a Mezuzah, mmch to our surprise. It is great work that 
you are doing and the uplift of my spirits went up 100 per 
cent. I appreciate the work that the Chaplain does without 
a gtumbiec, and he scems to be untiring in his work. I take

From Sgt, Harry Rose. Div. Sigs.: 

May 1 thank you from the bottom of my heart for the tin 
of Rothman’s cigarcttes that were given to me by the Rev. 
M. A. Jaffe. He i8 the first Jewish Chaplain I have seen for 
over three years, and he came into our forward area two 
days ago and is doing a fine job of work. He also gave me 
and the other two Jewish lads a Mezuzah. the “ Book of 
Jewish Thoughts,” and a Prayer-Book, also some books 
(modern), which are very scarce in Burma. I wonder if you 
could spare us some books. I would gladly pay postage for 
same. 

Will you. on my behalf. write to THe JewrsH CHRONICLE 
and tell the Jews of Britain it's about time they woke up 
and remembered there are some Jews in Burma in need of 
smail comforts. We have no cinemas, no dances, no libraries, 
no entertainments, no social clubs, and sometimes no 
cigarettes, and no Friday night suppers 

The J.H.C. are certainly doing a grand job of work. but 
it’s the other people I'm thinking of. Tell them to come out 
here in Burma for a few months—dense jungle, diseases. 
malaria, dysentery, cholera, sand fly, death, destruction. I 
will personally conduct them on a tour. 

The Rev. M.A. Jaffe is doing a fine job and I and the 
other jads wish him the very best of luck. He goes into areas 
and is immediately liked by Jew aad Gentile, my burra 
salaams to him!

a more scrious aspect. It has long been 
honour of Jewry as a whole is peculiarly interwoven with 
the honour of all its parts. How often, in our calamitous 
history, has not the discredit of a small section, even of a 
single individual, seared and corroded its way through the 
honour and security of the whole community? There is a 
jot of talk, nowadays, about group and community libe!. 
about defamation and anti-<iefamation. Why should it be 
supposed that the libelling of one group of Jews by another 
is a unique form of group libel which is harmicss? The cvi! 
results of defamation are in no wise conditioned by intention 
or authorship. Meanness, selfishness, cvasiveness. treachery 
—these very insinuations have started conflagrations over and 
over again! Do we not all know it? Why should it be 
thought that Mr. Bakstansky can be allowed to play with 
the same fire with ‘impunity?

momentous the tasks that confront it none can be more so 
than to put an end at once to the cannibal campaign of vilifica- 
tion and calumny that is being waged.

EINSTEIN ANSWERS HENRIQUES

What does this highfalutin. description really 
mean” What is this Jewish persuasion? Is there, then. a 
kind of non-persuasion by virtue of which one ceases to be 
a Jew? There is not. tt means: Firstly, I wish to have 
nothine to do with my poor Jewish brothers.

In the issue of THe Jewisn Curonicte of February 9 there 
appeared, under the heading ** Y.P.C. Organises a Symphony 
Concert,"’ a teport of the event which took place in the 
previous week at the London Coliscum when. it appcars 
that.

* Hatikvah * was heard in this country,.”’ this is no doubt an 
inadvertent error, as it bears no relation to the facts. Dvufine 
the last Great War I was invited to make an orchestra!

“LIKE SiiEEP TO THE SLAUGHTER ” 


In connection with your lcading article of February 2, 
on the subject of Jewish defence, and the very important 
matters raised in it, I fecl that the following letter, written 
to me by a German Jewish refugee in 1936, which I came 
across the other day when turning owt some old papers, may 
be of interest. I have translated it from the original German: 
“After thesé three terrible years it has taken me some 
months to clear my mind of the confusion. I fear that when 
I was with you in June I must have appeared somewhat dul! 
and wnappreciative of all yod have done for us, but that is 
the reason. Now I can begin to look back on what has 
happened and try to understand. What baffics us, my wife 
and self, is why we, who were truly scarcely aware of our 
Jewishness, who are, as you know, not even of Jewish appear- 
ance and were really as German in mind and sow! as any 
so-called ‘ Aryan ’—far more than many of the wicked 
loafers in the Nazi Party—-why we should have been chosen 
for such pitiless persecution and such martyrdom. In our 
town we had been all our lives treated always with respect 
and affection by all our many friends and acquaintances, very 
few of whom were Jewish. The standing and reputation of 
our families, ‘cit honour and integrity, was beyond challenec. 
This perhaps has been the most stagecring blow of afi, the 
behaviour of those we were so sure were our friends. When 
poor Heinz (the only son) came back home from the con- 
centration camp to die of the effects of his terrible weatment 
there. he told us that by chance the second in command in 
the camp was a young man who had beén one of his closest 
schoo! chums. This boy used to be constantly in our house 
and we regarded him almost as another soh. Yet he, of 
all people, poor Heinz told us, not only supervised the 
flogging and torturing of our boy but urged on his underlings, 
and himself took part in this fiendish work. And then there 
were the many, many friends of ours who, before Hitler 
was Chancellor, and when noisy party mectings were held in 
our town, assuccd us that Germany would never permit such 
treatment of any of its citizens as the Nazis threatened. Yet. 
when it came. how very few of those old friends refrained 
from joining in the cry against the Jews. There was a woman 
friend of my wiic'’s since girlhood who actually went to the 
Gestapo and testified against us-—-it was all like an unbelicv- 
abic nightmare. .. A GentTite Reaper,”’ Southampton.

REPATRIATES IN MENTAL HOMES 


As British Red Cross Society Welfare Officer for Jewish 
trooms in military hospitals in the Oxford region, I would hike 
to support the plea made in your last issue by “ Former 
Mental Welfare Worker ™ for help for refugees detained in 
mental institutions. In my area there is one of the largest 
military mental hospitals in the country Here 1 have often 
to deal with pathetic cases of non-British Servicemen, who 
although fit for discharge are without. hope .of obtaining it 
because therc is no one able or willing to take them, even 
in cases where they have only been under observation or 
suffering from temporary mental strain. Some of these men 
have for years been prisoners of war in Germany and have 
no knowledge of where their relatives may now be; whilc 
their friends are, like themselves, refugees and unable to 
accept the responsibility of signing the necessary certificate. 
I have the case in mind of a highly cultured young man who 
could now be discharged but whose chances of rehabilitation 
are becoming increasingly endangered by prolonged detention 
among the insane. If in present circumstances it is difficult 


to open a special hostel (although this is obviously the only - 


satisfactory solution) I would most carnestly Yequest any of 
your readers who fecl they can undertake to give shelter to 
any ex-Serviceman in such need to send his or her offer 
¢cither to me oc to the Welfare Department, Bloonisbury 
House, W.C.1. There need not necessarily be any financial 
obligation as many of these men are in a condition to carm 
their living.—Mrs. Crcu.

enxious to help these ex-Service men and women, 
wishes the question to be examined, particularly 
with reference to the need for courses of training 
in the theory and practice of business administra- 
tion and salesmanship.

An appeal has been issued by the Chief Rabbi 
on behalf of the Reception Committee, Young

This Committee, which has the assistance of 
Allied Advisory Committees from Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, France, the Nether- 
lands, Norway, and Poland, hopes ultimately to 
invite 100,000 children to this country. 

Accommodation and financial support for the 
many Jewish children who will be among the 
parties coming from the Continent was carnestly 
requested, states Dr. Hertz. Hostels and boarding- 
schools will also be asked to co-operate.

UTSIDE while I am writing the wind is 

howling, and it is trying to come down my. 

chimney. {t is not March yet, when the winds 
are supposed to help on April's showers to bring 
forth May flowers: but in a pause the wind whis- 
pered to me that Purim and Pesach are early this 
year, SO it is trying to live up to their example. 

In olden times, we can read in the works of 
the prophets ard the Psalms, the winds were 
looked upon as the messengers of God. One Psalm 
gives a picture of the Almighty riding forth upon 
the winds and im another you get a glimpse of 
the wind sweeping the threshing-floor free from 
chaff, as it is hoped that wickedness and sin will 
be swept from the earth. 

Most of the prophets seem -to regard the wind 
as a symbol of emptiness of thought; they com- 
pare the false prophets to the wind and say their 
words are full of nothing. Solomon (in Eccl. - 
v. Ii) uses the wind as a symbol of unprofitable 
labour, and altogether the wind is not regarded 
as a welcome visitor. | 

King Solomon was a great and powerful 


monarch, but there is one story told about him - 


that teaches us that not even the wisest of men 
may be too proud and arrogant. Among his trea- 
sures, the King, says the story, pogsessed a precious 
carpet 60 miles square, on which he flew through 
the air so swiftly that he could have his breakfast 
in Damascus at the extreme north of his kingdom 
and have dinner the same day in Media in the ver 
south. Once while Solomon was Sailing through 
the air on his magic carpet, accompanied by his 
army, he became puffed up with pride and thought 
to himself, There is none: like me in the world, 
pitied with so much wisdom, intelligence, and 

nowledge, as well as being ruler of the world’s

largest kingdom.” Hardly had the thought gone 
through his mind than the wind blew strongly and 
caused 40,000 of his men to drop off the magic 
carpet and become lost to view. The King, much 
discomfited, called out, “O wind, cease from 
blowing and return to your place.” Thereupon 
the wind answered, “If thou wilt return to God 
and subdue thy boastful pride, then I too will 
return to my place.” 
Before Solomon became King of Israel, he was 
often called upon to be adviser and ‘helper to his 
father, King David, at court. One day a poor man 
came to the King to lodge a complaint: while he 
was Carrying a sack of flour, he said, the wind 
came and blew the sack and its contents into the 
sea. David paid the man a goodly sum for the loss 
of the sack; but Solomon was not satisfied and he 


insisted on calling the wind to trial for his mis- . 


deed. David therefore sent for the spirit of the 
wind and said, “ Explain why you blew into the 
sea the sack of flour belonging to a poor man who 
cannot afford the loss.” 

The wind answered; “I acted for the benefit of 
many people and regret that one man should suffer.

CANADiAN MAYOR 


There has in recent times been so much physical 
and political anti-Semitic hooliganism in certain 
parts of Canada that it is a pleasure to be able 
to record something of the obverse side of the 
medal.

FAMILY RECORD 


A striking tribute is to be paid on Monday next 
over the Jerusalem wireless to the late Anni 
Landau. when three recorded culogies will 
broadcast, spoken by Sir Arthur Wauchope, Si 
Ronald Storrs, and Mr. Leonard Stein. I com- 
mented recently on her influence in Jerusalem. { 
in her own fatnily she was not alone in distinction. 
She was one of children, nine of whom 
are still living. Their father was, 
being a Talmudical scholar, of an inventive turn 
of mind, and among his inventions was a miner's 
safety lamp, and some model acroplanes made 
under the influence of the famous carly acronauts 
the Wright brothers. Miss Landau’s late brother 
Michael was a scientist of brilliance, who unfor- 
tunately died in the midst of his researclf work. 
During the iast war, he and his brother A. L. 
Landau, a chemist, invented luminous gun-sights 
and perfected plates for the taking of deep X-rays. 
Dora Landau, a sister, was a gifted actress, but 
did. not join the legitimate stage because of her 
strict Orthodoxy and out of respect for her parents; 
she frequently acted, however, in the Sunday shows 
of the old Jewish Drama League and: in the 
Delphic Dramatic Society, besides playing with 
theatrical companies which entertained troops in 
the last war.

Several of the Landau brothers were living 
in South Africa during the Boer War: David 
fought with the Witwatersrand Rifles and Light 
Cavalry—and was a Major in the Home Guard in 
London in the present war. Joe (Dr. J. Landor) 
was Medical Officer of Health at Singapore; he 
stayed at his st, after sending his wife and 
children to safety in Australia, and is now a 
prisoner of war of the Japs. Another medical 
member of the family is sister Muriel Elsie (Mrs. 
Sacks), whose work in London is so well known, 
as, of course, is that in another sphere of Isaac 
Landau, the President of the London Board of 
Shechita, Two other sisters are Ruth and Helen; 
the former (Mrs. Rabbinowitz, wife. of the Rev. 
Dr. J. Rabbinowitz) has been an active A.R.P. 
Warden in North London throughout all the 
blitzes, and the latter is in charge. of the children 
at the Jewish Fresh-Air Home and School at 
Delamere, Cheshire.

JOHN BRAHAM, TENOR 


Great Synagogue Chorister Became 
“ Greatest Singer in England” 


Mr. John Newburn Levien gave a lecture last 

week at the Tiinity College of Music on “ The 
Singing of John Braham,” and vividly described 
the achievements of this “ greatest singer in 
England * (as he came to be acknowledged), who 
began his career in the choir of the Great Syna- 
gogue. 
_ Braham was born in 1774 of poor Jewish parents 
living in Rotherhithe. He sold pencils in the 
Streets. But his beautiful voice attracted the atten- 
tion of Abraham Goldsmid, a Jewish financier 
who was also a patron of the arts, and who under- 
took his training and education, Myer Lyon, 
known as Leone, taught him piano and met. 
At Goldsmid’s home Braham met Pitt, George III, 
the Prince Regent, and Lord Nelson, whose estate 
udjoined Goldsmid’s, 

His tenor voice had a range of nineteen or 
iwenty notes. He became the greatest opera singer 
of his day. He sang till he was over 70 and died 
at the age of 82 im 1856. He never missed an 
engagement; it was said of him that he was never 
ill and never pretended to be.

“COMBATING ANTI-SEMITISM ”? 


Criticisms of Mr. Shaw Desmond, THe Jewtsn 
Crronicie, and Mr. Victor Gollancz were features 
of an address on anti-Semitism given by Mr F. 
Renton last Sunday. He was speaking to Young 
Israel on “ Combating Anti-Semitism,” in the 
Adoiph Tuck Hail, Woburn House, W.C.1. 

Mr. Renion’s thesis was that anti-Semitism to- 
day differed from that common before the advent 
of Hitler. The type that the speaker had known 
as a child was “ local”: but now it had become 
an international creed, In the U.S.A. alone there 
were 800 anti-Jewish bodies using anti-Semitism 
as a definite political weapon. 

THe Jewish CHronicie, said Mr. Renton, had 

suggested that there should be set up a commutice 
of scientific experis to cxamine the causes of anti- 
Semitism, “ Of all the asinine suggestions ever 
made by an important journal,” Mr. Renton pro- 
claimed, “ this is probably the worst. Do we need 
psychologists and research workers to tell us why 
anti-Semitism has become a world problem? Surely 
the Editor of THe CHronicte knows it is 
because one country has spent hundreds of millions 
of pounds to persuade people into believing lics 
about the Jews.”

“DON’T LETS BE BEASTLY TO 
THE GERMANS” 


The Bishop of Birmingham, the Rt. Rev. Dr. 
E. W. Barnes, gave an address on “A Christian 
Approach to Peace” at a luncheon-hour mecting 
of the National Peace Council at the Kingsway 
Hall, Holborn, last Friday. 

In his address, Dr. Barnes said the Christian was 
not bidden to condone evil’ or to rest silent when 
ill-deeds. were done. But he must take every 
Opportunity of acting and of urging others to act 
so that cven enemies felt his friendliness, his desire 
that they shall be treated not with harsh justice, 
but with generous forbearance. He suggested that 
the punishment of so-called war-criminals was a 
matier of comparatively littl importance. 
important issue to-day. was the creation of such 
a permanent situation as the German people as a 
whole should find tolerable. 


V.C’s TRIBUTE TO BATMAN

Although wounded in the right thieh when we 
were surrounded by the enemy, he maintained his natural and 
inevitable cheerfulness. insisted on helping others in such tasks 
as filling magazines for the guns, and comforting others who 
were wounded.” 


MEXICAN DIPLOMAT ON RACISM 


In the course of his address to the Anglo-Pales- 
tinian Club on Thursday of last week on “ Mexico 
in this World Crisis,” Sefior Oscar de la Serna 
(Secretary to the Mexican Embassy) said that 
whereas Nazi Germany and the Nazi party, dy 
establishing a system of racial hatred and dis- 
crimination, had gradually tried to dominate the 
world, to wage war against all nations and races, 
and to kill off populations, they in Mexico had 
done exactly the reverse. : 

The Mexican system had been established with 
the aim of having a more just distribution of 
wealth in the country. 

The speaker described how, as members of the 
Intergovernmenial Committee on Refugees, they had 
approached representatives of various Governments 


to see what could be done for the people in 
Oswiecim, They found the position was rather- 
hopeless.

Dumplings and other warming foods can eke out 
potatoes now they are scarce, but serve extra help- 
ings of green vegetables because flour foods lack 
Vitamin C. | 

Here arc some suggestions for useful “ fillers 
which are very easy to make. | 


Savoury Suet Pudding 


if-raising flour, 8 oz.; salt, 2 level teaspoons; 
or a leck ; chopped suet or cooking 
fat, 2-3 oz.: pinch of mixed herbs; cold water. 
Grate onion or chop leek finely, Sieve flour, salt 
and pepper into a bowl, rub in fat or add suet. Add 
onion or feck and mix to a dough with cold water. 
Steam in a greased basin for 2 hours (14 hours. will 
be long enough if cooking fat is used). 


Raked Savoury Pudding 


Soak some stale bread, inchiding crusts, till soft, 
then drain, pressing out as much motsture as possible 
through a colander. Put in a basin and beat up with 
a fork. For a pudding sufficient for 4-6 people add 
a finely chopped leck or onion, 2 oz. shredded spet 
or melted cooking fat, chopped parsley, dried sage 
to taste, 2 reconstituted eggs, salt and pepper. Mix 
thoroughly, turn into a greased oven dish and bake 
for an hour in a moderate oven. 7 

N.B. If preferred omit the sage and add the equiva- 
lent to juice of half a lemon in lemon substitute. 


Norfolk Dumplings with Brown Onions 


These dumplings are quickly cooked and don’t 
require fat. 

Dumplings. 4 |b. plain flour, 1 level teaspoon salt, 
3 level teaspoons baking-powder, cold water to mix. 


Brown Onions, 4 02. onion or leck, 1 oz. drip- 
ping, } oz. flour,.} pint stock, vegetable water or 
water salt and pepper, a little gravy browning. 

Mix flour, baking-powder and salt together and 
form into a fairly soft dough with the water. Cut 
into eight equal parts, roll into balls and dust with 
flour, Boil in a large saucepan of briskly boiling 
water for 15 minutes, keeping the pan well covered 
all the time. As soon as cooked drain and pull 
open the tops with two forks to let out the steam 
and keep light. Serve immediately with the brown 
onions poured over them. 


Brown Onions, Slice onion or leek finely and fry 
in the fat till brown and soft. Stir in the flour and 
cook for 2 minutes. Add liquid by degrees, stirring 
all the time till smooth. Season well and simmer 
for 4 or 5 minutes, adding the browning.

The Views of a 
Reform Jewess 


T a lonely R.A-F. station, your contributor 
recently met a young Jewish W.A.ALF., who 
obviously had a very keen Jewish conscious- 

ness. The routine work, the petty interests of an 
isolated group of women, the frets and annoyances 
that must inevitably arise among such a group, 
all these had failed to deaden within this young 
Jewess her passionate interest in Jewish affairs and 
her positive belief in her faith and in its values. 

Recently this W.A.A.F. had been among those 
chosen to go on a Moral Leadership course 
organised by the R.A.F. authorities in conjunction 
with the Senior Jewish Chaplain to the Forces. 
She is essentially modern-minded, and although 
she does not conform entirely to the Orthodox 
Jewish religious practice, nevertheless she is 
sincerely religious and is convinced that the Jewish 
faith is infinitely the best faith of all. 

I asked her whether the course had helped her 
towards the kind of moral leadership it was 
designed to instil. “ Yes,” she replied, “ I learnt 
a great deal from my week of: lectures on Jewish 
affairs. 1 did not agree with everything that was 
said—in fact, 1 was a marked island of opposition 
in many discussions! But I learnt a new respect 
for the orthodox point of view, and I was deeply 
impressed by the sincerity of a great many of those 
who adhere to it. 

“Yet I have been brought up in the Reform 
tradition, and my preference for it has in no way 
decreased as a result of the course. I am more 
than ever convinced that it is essential to present, 
above all to the coming gencration, and to young 
men and women of my own age, a Judaism that 
is consistent with the time and the age in which 
you live. I can't believe that separatism, the 
deliberate Segregation of any people, finds justi- 
fication in the principles of Judaism of the past, 
any more than I know that such procedure has the 
least. scientific or humanitarian excuse.” 

“ But,” I queried, “ don'l you think that the 
tragic events of the last few years among German 
Jewry are something of an omen for the assimila- 
tionist point of view, and ¢ven in some people's 
minds tor the Reform attitude? Were there not 
in Germany more assimilaied Jews and more 
Reform congregations than elsewhere in the 
world? ” 


Arguing Backwards? 


* Germany,” she ‘said, “ went mad, and nobody 
goes to a lunatic asylum to establish rules of good 
behaviour. To argue backwards. and say, *‘ If the 
Jews in Germany had remained predominantly 
Orthodox, and if they had never intermarried, then 
Hitler would never have disliked them,” is absurd. 
Don't forget that the Polish Jews, who were pre- 
dominantly Orthodox, and who were far more 
Segregated, and among intermarriage 
scarcely existed, fared even worse finally than did 
the German Jews themselves. 

“1 admit the problem of anti-Semitisn®”’ she 
continued, “and its very uncomfortable reper- 
cussions on Jewish people. But I refuse to put my 
Judaism on the sort of negative basis of whether 
or not it affects the mental and moral stability of 
otber people, I believe fervently in the Jewish 
teaching, in the ethical and religious message of 
the Jewish prophets, and I want to live my life by 
those excellent precepts.” | 
_ “ And did the course you attended give you any 
inspiration or help in this direction? ” 

“ Yes, it_certainly did. .Jt taught me a great 
deal about Jewish tradition and Jewish institutions 
which somehow or other I had not until then dis- 
covered. And as my Judaism to me is a real 
and vital faith, anything about it that I learn not 
only interests me but increases my love of it.” 

here,’ I interpolated, “ you give the whole 
case for Jewish traditional education and the 
Orthodox presentation.” 

“ No, I must madify that,” she replied. “ You 
see, I shall never quarrel with the most Orthodox 
Jew on the question of teaching everything that 
there is to be taught about the past history of our 
faith. But it is the angle from which you set out 
which in my opinion is going to count. By all 
means let those who appreciate and feel enthralled 
about tradition study it, and, if they feel inclined, 
observe it, but do not make it an outward show, 
a meaningless ritual, which is indulged in as a 
kind of superstition.” 

She looked out over the view from the station, 
back at the little cluster of huts whose occupants 
Served as her sole human companionship in war- 
time. “One of the things, I think, I enjoyed most 
about the course,” she said, smiling, “was the 
association with Jews and Jewesses, men and 
women who were keen, as I am, on Jewish affairs.” 
. +. And T left it at that.

The adjourned ordinary general mecting of the stock. 
holders of the London and Rhodesian Mining and Land

APPRECIATION OF INVESTMENTS 

Dealing with the balance-sheet. the item farms and 
ranches shows a reduction of roughly £4,800, mainiy duc to 
sales of land. Live stock shows a further increase of £2.5<5 
at £57,813, represented by 20,229 head of cattle. Mining 
properties and other interests are down by £1,560. Invew.

£130,000 over this figure. Current liabilities are practically 
covered by current assets.

THE REFUGEES 
ANYWHERE BUT PALESTINE 
Freed Internees to be Interned in Algiers 


The Jewish Agency is deeply concerned about 
the fate of 1.670 Jews released from: the German 
concentration camp at Belsenbergen who have 
reached Switzerland and now await transfer to an 
Unrra camp in Algiers, declared Mr. Moshe 
Shertok. head of the Political Department of the 
Jewish Agency. 

Reports received by the Jewish Agency reveal 
the deep distress of these refugees who believed 
that they were to be sent to Palestine when they 
escaped from the Nazi hell and now suddenly find 
the way barred. The Jewish Agency, Mr. Shertok 
said, can see no sense in prolonging the internment 
of these unhappy ople and in preventin their 
rehabilitation which is possible only in Palestine. 

The hardship inflicted upon them is particularly 
great in view of the fact that there are no fewer 
than 1.200 Chalutzim and veteran Zionists in the 
group, 

The Jewish Agency has a . | 
Government to grant special immigration permits 
to these refugees since the available quota of 
10.300 certificates has Already been distributed. 


BALKAN REFUGEES HELD UP 


During January not a single Jewish refugee from 
Europe passed through Istanbul, reports Palcor. 
The only group of refugees to arrive in_ the. early 
days of January was the unfortunate Rumanian 
transport which left Bucharest on November 16, 
1944, and was held up on the way, first because 
of control and later because of the Palestine immi-, 
ration quota. Not one Jew was admitted mito 
alestine from the Balkan coupgtries last month. 

The principle of free transit through Turkey was 
abolished. when the British authorities informed 
the Turkish Government that Jewish refugees would 
in future get Palestine visas in Bucharest and 
Sofia. But, in actual fact, Jews cannot get Pales- 
tine visas in the Balkan capitals since the British 
Passport Control Offices have -not yet been 
reopened.
